Appointment and duties of the Registering Offloer. 

1. Every hackney-carriag«“ ill the Kishra-Konnagar Municijjality shall 
be annually rcigistered by a Registering Dflicer who shall be appointed lor 
the purpose by the Municapal Commissioners and who shall keep a register 
in which he sliall enter the class and number assigned to every hackney- 
carriage. 


Qunllfloatlon of Drivers. 

2. Every person tipplying for :i driver’s license .shall be lerjuii’ed to 
satisfy the Registering Oflieer— 

(a) tlnit In* knows how to drive tind control horse.s iind is in all res. 
pects a fit jierson for such employuM'nt ; 

(h) that he lias a thorough knowledge of tin; rates and fares j)re- 
pared by the Commissioners; and 

(c) tlnit he knows the rules of the r-uid tind the .signals used by drivers, 
police and munieipiil sei vaiits.

'S shall lie supplied free 
of cosi to every driver or bearer.

class hackney-carriage; 
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(e) not less tbaii 11-2 bands hi{?b if intended to be used in a pair in a 
•Hi’d class hackney-earriaj»e; 

(/) not less tlian 13 2 bands bi^di if intended to be used singly in a 
3rd class backney-car riage ; 

((/) tborouglily broken.to barness ; 

(h) free from infectious or contagious disease; and 
(C sutticiontly sound and strong for constant bard work. 

9. The barness sbail be of decent appearance, strong and in good repair ; 
rojjc traces may be used.

The following? Act of the Indian Legislature .eceived the asseiii of the 
Governor Goner.d on the .5th March, 1922. and is hereby promulgated for 
general information : — 

Act No. XI of 1922. 

.4u Act to consolid'tte and amend the law relating to 
Income-tax and Siiper-tax. 

Whereas it is e.xpodient to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to Income-tax and Super-tax : It is 
hereby enacted as follows .— 

1. (/) This Act may be.called the Indian Income- 
Short title, extent and taX Act, 1922. 

commencement 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, includ¬ 
ing British Baluchistan and the Sontbal Parganas, 
and applies also, within the dominions of Princes 
and Chiefs in India in alliance with His Majesty, to 
British subjects in those dominions who are in the 
service of the Government of India or of a local 
authority establi-shed in the e.xorcise of the powers of 
the Governor General in Council in that behalf, and 
' to all other servants of His Majesty in tho.se 
dominions. 

{3) It shall come into force on the first day of 

April, 1922.

2 . Ill this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 

PeHiiitiona. in the subject or context,— 

(1) “ agricultural income ” means—

(3) Profits and gain of a business acerning or

they are so ri'ceived or brought in within three years 
of the end of the year in which tliey accrued or arose.

(a) a Boanl of Inland Revenue, . 

(b) Commissioners of Income-ta.x, 

(c) Assistant Commissioners of Income-tax', and 

(d) Income-tax Ollicers. 

(2) The Board of Inland Revenue shall consist of 
one or more persons appointed by the Governor 
General in Council.

CHAPTER IV. 

Deductions and Assessment. 

18. (1) Income-tax shall, unless otherwise pre¬ 
scribed in the case of any .security 
jaymcntby deduction nt Govemment of India, be 

leviable in advance by deduction 
at the time of payment in respect of income charge¬ 
able under the following heads :— 

(i) “ Salaries ” ; and 
(it) “ Interest on securities.” 

(2) Any person responsible for paying any income 
chargeable under the head “ Salaries ” shall, at the 
time of payment, deduct income-tax on the amount 
payable at the rate applicable to the estimated income 
of the assessee under “this head : 

Provided that such person may, at the time of 
making any deduction, increase or reduce the amount 
to be deducted under this sub-section for the purpose 
of adjusting any excess or deficiency arising out of 
any previous deduction or failure to deduct. 

(3) The person responsible for paying any income 
chargeable under the head “ Interest on securities ” 
shall, at the time of payment, deduct income-tax on 
the amount of the interest payable at the maximum 
rate. 
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(4) All sums deducteil in accordsinco with the 
provisioriH of this section shall, for the purpose of 
coinpnting the income of an assesseii, be deemed to be 
income received. 

(5) Any deduction made in accordance with the 
provisions of this section sliall bctreatecl as a payment 
of income-tax on i>ehalf of the |)erson from whose 
income the deduction was made, or of the owner of 
the security, as 'the case may be, and creilit sliall be 
given to him therefor in the assessment, if any, made 
for the following year under this Act: 

Provided that, if such person or such owner 
obtains, in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, a refund of any portion of the tax so deducted, 
no credit shall be given for the amount of such 
refund. 

(6) All sums deducted in accordance with the 
provisions of this section shall be paid within the 
prescribed time by the person making the deduction 
to the credit of the Government of India, or us the 
Board of Inland Revenue directs. 

(7) If any such person does not deduct and jiay the 
tax as required by this section, he shall, without 
prejudice to any other comsequences which he may 
incur, be deemed to be personally in default in respect 
of the tux. 

(S) The power to levy by deduction under this 
section shall be without prejudice to any other mode 
of recovery 

(9) Every ])erson deducting income-tax in accord¬ 
ance with tlie provisions of sub section (3) shall, at 
the time of payment of inrerest, furnish to the person 
to whom the interest is paid a certificate to the efl'ect 
that income-tax lias been dai ; ‘UhI, and .siiecifyiim the 
amount so deducted, tlie rat. it which the ta\ lias 
been deducted, and such othei particulars as may be 
prescribed.

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating 
to emigration ,* It is hereby enacted as follows :—

(2) In case of any doubt or dispute arising other¬

other nece.ssarie.s, the medical .stores and 
staff, the life-saving and .sanitary arrange- 
meiit.s, and the reconls to be maintained 
oil any sliip specially charteretl for the 
transport of emigrants; 

(t) the reception and the despatch to their homes 
, of return emigrants ; 

( ; ) tlie foes, if any, payable by Emigration Agents 
-to Brotectors of Emigrants for eacli emi¬ 
grant dej>arting from India ; and 

(k) generally, the security, well-being and protec¬ 
tion of emigrants both up to the date of 
their actual departure from India and on 
their return to Iridiir.

( J) No ofiicer of Customs or other oflieer shall clear 
any such ship outwards without such prodnetiou;

(4) The master of every foreign-going ship shall,

posted up in such part of the. ship us to Ite accessililc 
to the crew. 

(2) Any master who fails, without reasonable cause, 
to complj’ with this section shall he liable for each 
offence tea fine which may’ extend to fifty' rupees. 

37 . Every erasure, interlineation or alteration 
in an.y agreement with llie crew (except additions 
made for the purpose of sliipping sulistitiiies oj- 
persona engaged subseriiiontly’ to tlie first deparlmi' 
of the ship) shall be wliolly’ inoperative. un1e.ss proved 
to have been made with the consent of all the persons 
interested in sncli erasure, interlineation or alteration 
liy the written attestation (if made in His Majesty's 
dominions) of some siiipping-master, .Tnstico, officer 
of Customs, or other public fnnctioiiary, or (if made 
out of His Majesty’s dominions) of a British Consniar 
officer, or, wliere tliere is no such officer, of two res¬ 
pectable Bi'itisli merchants. 

Engagement of Lascara hi/ Masters of Foreign Ships, 

38 . (i) Wlien the raa.'itcr of a foreign ship lieing Act tof 13 .', 9 , 
at any port in British India engages any la.scar or 

other native seamen to proceed to any port out of 
British India, he sliail enter into an agreement with 
such .seaman, and the agreement slmll be made before 
a sliij.ping-inaster in the manner provided by tlii.s Act 
for the making of agreements in the case of foreign- 
going shi])s. 

(2) All the provisions of this Act, respecting the 
form of such agreements and the sti])ulutions to be 
contained in them and the inuking and signing of the 
same, shall be applicaole to the engagement of such 
seaman. 

(.?) The master of the foreign ship shall give to 
the shipx)ing-ma8ter a bond with the security of some 
approved person resident in British • India for an * 
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iimouiit calculated at the rate of one hundred rupeea 
for every such seuinan and conditioned for the due 
performance of such aj<reenient and stipulations, and 
for the repayment to the Secretary of State for India 
in Council of^'all expenses which may be incurred by 
(Tovernment in respect of any such lascar or other 
native seamen who is discharged or left heliind at any 
port out of Britisli India and becomes (list|•(!ssed and 
is relieved under the provisions of tlie Merchant 
Shipping Acts. 

{4) Tlie prescribed fees shall be payable in rt^spect 
of every such engagement and dtaluctions from the 
wages of seamen so engageti may l>e made to the ('xtent 
and in the manner allowed under this Act. 


39. If any lascar or other native seaman is en¬ 
gaged l)y the master of any foreign ship otherwise 
than is allowed in section 38. the master shall be 
liable to a fine which may extend to one hundred 
rujjees for every seamati so engaged. 


40. (/) The local Govcmnnuit of such officer as 
il may apitoint in this belialf may, by order in 
writing, prohibit any person from engaging in the 
territories subject to the said (Tovernment or in any 
specified portion of such territories, any native of 
India to serve as a seatinan on any ship speeifitnl in 
such order, but in every ease; the reasons for the 
prohibition shall be statecl in writing. 

(2) Whoever wilfully drsobeys any such prohibi¬ 
tion shall 1)0 liable to imprisonment for a term winch 
may extend to three months, or to a fine wliich may 
('xteud to one thousand rupees, ('r to both. 

4t. (Z) For. the purpose of , ' 'venting .seamen 
from being taken oii board any Briti li ship or la.scars 
or native seamen being taken on board any foreign 
ship at any port in Britisli India contrary to tlie 
provisions of this Act, any shipping-master or dejmty 
shipping-master may enter at any time on board any 
siicli ship upon which lie has reason to lielieve tliat 
seamen or lascars or native seamen, as tiie ease may 
be, have been shipped, and may muster anil examine 
the several seamen eiiiployetl therein. 

(2) If any person obstructs a shipping-master or 
deputy shipping-master in the exercise of lus jiowers 
under sub-section (/), he shall be liable to a fine which 
may extend to one hundred rupees. 


Discharge of Seamen. 

42 . (i) When a seaman servini? in a British 

foreign-going ship is, on the termination of his 
engagement, discharged in British India, he shall, 
whether the agreement with the crew be an agree¬ 
ment for the voyage or a running agreement, be dis¬ 
charged in the manner provided by this Act in tlie 
presence of a shipping-master. 

(2) If the master or owner of the ship acts in 
contravention of this section, he shall, for each 
offence, be liable to a fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees. 
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(5) If the maHter or owner of a home-trade ship, of 
more than three hundred tons burden, so desires, the 
seamen of that ship may be. diseluirged^ in the same 
manner as seamen discharged from a foreign-going 
ship. 


43. (7) The master shall sign and give to a Act iof 
seaman discharged from his ship in British India, 
either on his discliarge or on payment of his wages a- ' ’ 
certitlcjite of liis discliarge in a form sanctioned by 
the local Government specifying the period of his 
service and the time and place of his discharge. 

(2) If a master acts in contravention of tliis section, 
he shall for each ofrence be liable to a tine which may 
extend to one liundred rupees.

44. (1) Tlie master of every British ship shall, 
before paying off nr discharging a seaman, deliver at m..s. a.,». 
the time and in the manner provided by this Act a 
full and true account in a form sanctionetl by the 
local Government of the seaman’s wages and of all 
deductions to be made therefrom on any account 
wliatevor. 

(2) The said account shall be delivered— 

(a) where the seaman is not discharged before 
the shipping-master, to Mie seuman himself 
not less than twenty-four hours before his 
discharge or payment off r and 

(5) where the seaman is to be discharged before a 
shipping-raa.ster, either to the seamam him¬ 
self, at or before the time of liis leaving tlie 
ship, or to the shipping-master not less 
than tweJity-foui hours.before tlie discharge 
or payment off. 


{3) If the master of a ship fails, without reasonable 
cause, to comply with tills section, he shall for each 
offence be liable to a fine which may extend to fifty 
rupees. 


46. (7) A deduction from the wages of a seaman Acti of i 8 ii 9 , 
shall not be allowed unless it is included in the m.^sIa. 9 . 
account delivered in pnrsinince of this Act except in 
respect of a matter happening after the delivery. 

( 2 ) The master shall, during the voyage, enter the 
various matters in re.spect of which the deductions 
are made, with the amount of the respective deduc¬ 
tions as they occur, in a book to be kept for that pur¬ 
pose, and shall, if required, produce the book at time 
of the paymeut'of wages and also upon the hearing 
before any competent authority of any complaint or 
question relating to that payment. * 
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48. (i) Wliore a .seaman is discharged before a 
.shipping-maf^tor in British India, he shall receive his 
wages througli, or in the presence of, a shipping- 
master unless a competent Court otherwise directs, 
and in such a case, if the ma.ster or owner of the ship 
pays his wages in British India in any other manner, 
he sliall for each offence be liable to a fine which may 
extend to one hundred rupees. 

(2) If the master or owner of a home-trade ship so 
desirtis, the seamen of that ship ma^' receive their 
wages in the same manner as .seamen discharged from 
a foreign-going ship. 


47. (i) T lie master or owner of every ship shall 
pay to every seaman his wages within three days 
after the cargo has been delivered or within live days 
after the seaman’s discharge, whichever first happens, 
and the seaman shall at the time of his discharge be 
entilleil to lie, paifl on account a sum equal to one- 
fourth part of the balance due to him.

{2) The release so signed and attested shall be 
retained by tlie shipping-master and shall operate as 
a mutual discharge and settlement of all demands 
between the parties thereto in respect of the x>ast 
voyage or engagement. 

(5^ A cojiy of the release, certified under the hand 
of the shiiiping-master to be a true copy, shall be 
given by him to any party thereto requiring the same, 
and such copy shall be recoi-vable in evidence upon 
any future question touching such claims, and shall 
have all the effect of the original of which it purports 
to be a copy. 

(4) Where the settlement of a seaman's wages is by 
this Act required to be completed tdirongh, or in the 
liresence of, a shipping-master, nf> payment, receipt or 
settlement made otherwise than in accordance with 
this Act shall ojierate or be admitted as evidence of 
the release or satisfaction of any claim. 

{4) Upon an 3 ’’. payment being made by a master 
before a shipping-master, the slupping-master shall, 
if required, sign and give to the master a statement of 
the whole amount so paid, and this statement shal'l. as 
between the master and his emidoyor, be admissible 
as evidence that the master has made the payments 
therein mentioned. 
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49. (7) Where any question of wlmtever nature 
and whatever the amount in dispute between a master m. s’, .v., ' 
or owner and any of his crew is raised before a 
shipping-master, and both parties agree in writing to 
submit the same to him, the shipping-master shall 
hear and decide the question so submitted, and ?in 
award made by him upon the submission shall be con¬ 
clusive as to the rights of parties, and any document 
purporting to be such submission or award shall be 
primd facie evidence thereof. 

(2) An award made by a shipping-master under 
this section maybe enforced by a Magistrate in the 
same manner as an order for the payment of wages 
made by such Magistrate under this Act. 

60. (i) In any proceedings under this Act before Act i of 
a shipping-master relating to the wages, claims or m.’s.a., 
discharge of a .“eaman, the shipping-master may re- " 
quire the owner or his agent or the master or any 
mate or other member of the crew to produce any log- 
book.s, papers, or other documents in his possession or 
power relating to any matter in question in the 
proceedings, and may require the attendance of and 
examine any of those persons being tlveii at or near 
the place on the matter. 

{2) If any person so required fails, without reason¬ 
able cause, to comply with the requisition, he shall 
for each offence be liable to a fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees. 


61. Where a seaman or apprentice has agreed 
with the niiister of a British .ship for payment of his bvActxiii 
wages in British currency, the seaman or apprentice 
shall be entitled to demand and recover in Briti.sh 
Indian currency the amount due to him estimated 
according to the rate of exchange for the time being 
fixed by the Secretary of State for India in Cf)uncil. 
with the concurrence of the liords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury forUlie adjustment of financial 
transactions between the Imperial and the Indian 
Governments. 


Advance and Allotment of Wages. 

62. (/) Any egreement with the crew may Art i of ism, 
contain a stipulation for payment to a .seaman, condi- jJ"s® 
tional on his going to sea in pursuance of the agree- ho.’ 
ment, of a sum not exceeding the amount of one 
month’s wages payable to the seaman under the 
agreement. 

(2) Stipulations for the allotment of a seaman’s 
wages may be made iu accordance with this Act. 

{3) Save as afore.said an agreement by or on behalf 
of the employer of a seaman for the payment of 
money to or on-behalf of the seaman, conditional on 
his going to sea from any i)ort in British India shall 
bo void, and no money paid in Satisfaction or in 
respect, of any such agreement shall be deducted from 

the seaman’s wages, and a person shall not have any 
right of action, suit or set off against the seaman or 
his assignee in respect of any money so paid or pur¬ 
porting to have been .so paid. 
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63. (/) Any stipulation mude by a seam4ri at the 
commencement of a voyage for the allotment of any 
part of his wages during his ab.sence shall be inserted 
in the agreement with tlie crew, and shall state the 
amounts and time of tlie payments to be made. 

(2) A seaman may require that a stipulation be 
inserted in the agreement for the allotment, by means 
of an allotment nf)te, of any part (not exeemding one- 
third) of Ids wages in favour either of a relative of the 
seaman or soim*. member of his family to be named in 
the note. 

(3) Allotment notes shall be in a form sanctioned 
by the local Government. 

64. (1) The owno^.nr any agent who has autho¬ 
rised the drawing of an allotnnmt note shall j)ay to the 
shijjping-mastor on demand tlie sums due under the 
not(!, and. if. he fails to do so, the shipping-master ma\' 
sue for and recover the same with costs : 

Provided that no such sum shall lie recoveralile if 
it is shown to the satisfaction of the (Jourt or Magis¬ 
trate trying the case that the seaman Ifas forfeited or 
ceased to lie entitled to the wages out of which the 
allotment was to have been pai<i, but tht“ seaman shall 
lie j)resumc(| to be duly earning his wages uidess the 
contrary is shown to the satisfaction of the Court or 
Magistrate either by the official statement of the 
change in the crew caused liy his absence made and 
signed by the master as by this Act is required, or by 
a certified cojiy of some entry in the official log-book 
to the effect that he has died or left the ship, or by a 
credible letter from the master of the ship to the .same 
effect, or by such other eviiience, of whatever des¬ 
cription. as tlie Court or Magistrate may consider 
sutiicient. 

(2) 'I'he shipping-master on ■ •eiving any siu-h 
sum as aforesaid shall pay it over . the ])er.son named 
in that Ixdialf in the allotment note. 

(3) All such receipts and payment sliall be entered 
in a liook to be kept for tlie purpose, and all entri(‘S in 
the said liook shall lie authenticated by the signature 
of the shipping-master or the deputy shipping- 
master. 

{4) The said liook shall be at all reasonable times 
open to the inspection of the parties coiicerued. 


lUiilils of seamen in receipt of Wages. 

56 . A seaman’s right to wages unci provisions 
shall 1)0 taken to begin either at tlie time at which he 
commences w'ork or at the time specified in the agrin*- 
nieiit of work or pre.sence on board whioliever first 
happens. 

66 . (/) A .seaman shall not by any agreement forfiet 
his lien on the ship or lie deprived of any remedy for 
the rc'covory of his wages to wliich in the absence of 
the agreement he would be entitled, and sliall not by 
any agreement abandon hi.s right towages in case (if 
the U).ss' of the siiiii or abandon any riglit that he may 
have or obtain in the nature or salvsige, and every 
stipulation in any agroeineiit inconsistent with any 
provisions of this Act shall be void. 
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( 2 ) Nothing in this section shall apply to a stipula¬ 
tion made by the seamen belonging to any ship which 
according to the terms of the agreement is to be 
employed on salvage service with respect to the 
remuneration to be paid to them for salvage service to 
be leiidered by that ship to any other sliip. 

67 . (J) The right to wages shall not depend on the 
earning of freight, and every seaman and apprentice 
who would be entitled to demand and recover any 
wage's if the ship in which he has served had earned 
freight, shall, subject to all other rules of law and 
conditions applicable to the case, be entitled to 
demand and recover the same notwithstanding that 
freight has not been earned ; but in all cases of wreck 
or loss of the ship, proof that the seaman has not 
exerted himself to the utmost to save the ship, cargo 
and stores shall bar ids claim to wages. 

( 2 ) Where a seaman or apprentice who would but 
for death be entitled by virtue of this section to 
demand and recover any wages dies before the wages 
are paid, they shall be paid and applied in manner 
provided by this Act with re.spcct to the wages of a 
seaman who dies during a voyage. 

68 . Where the service of a seaman terminates 
before the date contemplated in the agreement by 
reason of the wreck or loss of the ship, or of his being 
left on shorn at any place out of British India under 
a certificate granted as provided by tlie Merchant 
Shipping Acts of his unfitness or inability to proceed 
on the voyage, lie shall be entitled to wages up to the 
time of such termination but not for any longer 
period. 


69 . A seaman or apprentice shall not be entitled 
to wages for any time daring wliich he unlawfully 
refuses or neglects to work when required .wliether 
before or after tlie time fixed by the agreement for 
his cominencenient of such work nor, unless the Court 
hearing the case otherwise directs, for any period 
during which he is lawfully imprisoned for any 
offence committed by him. 

60 . When ever in any proceeding relating to a 
seaman’s or apprentice’s wages it is shown that a 
seaman or apprentice has in the course of the voyage 
been convicted of a*ny offence by a competent Court 
and rightly punished therefor by imprisonment 
or otherwise, the Court hearing the case may direct 
any part of the wages due to the seaman or apprentice 
not exceeding tliirty rupees to be applied to re¬ 
imbursing any cost properly incurred by the master 
in procuring the conviction and imprisonment

61 . If a seaman having signed an agreement is 
discharged otherwise than in accordance with the 
terms thereof before the commencemeqt of the voyage 
or before one month’.;} wages are earned without fault 
on his part justifying that discharge and without his 
con.sent, he shall be entitled to receive from the 
master or owner, in addition to any wages jie may 
have earned, due compensation for the damage caused 
to him by the discharge not exceeding one month’s 
wages, and may recover that compensation as if it 
were wages duly earned. 
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62 . (/). As respects waj^es due or acerning to a 
seaman or apprentice— 

(a) they shall not be subject to attachment by 
order of any Court;

(2) Nothing in this section shall alfetd the provi¬ 
sions of this Act or any other law for tlie Lime being 
in force with resi)ect to allotment notes. 

Mode of recovm'iutj Wagem. 

63 . A seaman or apprentice or a person duly 
authorised on liis behalf may, as .souji as any wages 
due to him not excee<ling fiv<i hundred rupees become 
payable, suc^ for the same in a summary manner before 
any Magistrate exercising jurisdiction in or near the 
plaei' at which his service has terminated or at which 
he has been discliarged, or at which any person upon 
whom the claim is made is or resides, and the order 
nia<l(‘ by tlie Magi-stratc! in the mata^r shall he final. 

64 . A procee<ling for the recovery of wages not 
exceeding five hundred rupees shall not be Instituted 
|jy or on fa.dialf of any seaman or apprentice in any 
C/olonial (.Jourt of Admiralty or in any Civil Court 
(tther than tin' Court of 8mall Causes where stud) a 
Court exists, except— 

(a) where the <nvner of the ' ip is adjudged 

bankrupt or declared insolv, ut; 

(b) Wliere the ship i.s under arrest or is sold by 

the authority of any Court; or 

(c) where a Magistrate under tl)e authority of this 
Act refers a claim to the Court. 

65 ' (f) 'I he master of a ship shall, so far as the ease 
permits, have the same rights, liens and remedies for 
the recovery of his wages as a .Heaiuan has nuder this 
Act or by any law or custom. 

{2) If in any proceeding in any Colonial tonrt of 
Admiralty touching the claim of a master in respect

{2) 'File declaration required by his section shall, 
in the case of a ship conveying Indian subjects of His 
Majesty to a jiort in British India, be made before a 
shipping-master o*’ such other officer as the local 
Governmejit may appoint. In otlier caaea aucU 
declaration sliall be made and verified in the same 
maimer as declarations made under section 48 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1906. 
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79. Where any expenses are incurred by u local 
authority under this Piirt on account of a distressed 
seaman either for his subsistence, necessary clothing, 
conveyance, home, and, in case he should die before 
reaching home,.for his burial, those expenses (together 
with the wages, if any, due to the seaman) shall be a 
charge upon the ship, whether British or foreign, to 
which be belonged.

96. (1) If a person receives or takes into his

the seamen lawfully leave the ship at the end of their 
engagement or are discharged (whichever happens 
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lust), that person shall for each oll'ence be liable to a 
line which may extend to two hundred rupees, and 
the master of the ship may take him into custody 
and deliver him up forthwith to a police ollicer to be 
taken before a Magistrate to be dealt with according? 
to the provisions of this Act.

99. If a master, seaman or apprentice bc^louffinf'

If a .seaman lawfully' engaged or an 
apprentice commits any of tin* folloving offeiu-cs, he 
shall, notwithstanding anything ii 'he Code of 
Criminal Proceilure, isys, be liable to e tried in a 
summary manner and to be punished as follows :— 

(i) if he de.serts from his ship he shall be guilty 
of the offence of desertion and be liable to 
forfeit all or any part of the effects he 
leaves on board and of the wages which he 
has then earned and also, if the. desertion 
takes place at any place not in British 
India, to forfeit all or any part of the wages 
which ho may earn in any other shij) in 
which he may be employed until his next 
return to British India, and to satisfy any 
excess of wages paid by the master or 
owner of the shij> from which he d(‘s('rts 
to any substitute eiigtinwl in his place at 
a higher rate of wages than the rate 
stii)ulated to Ije paid to him, and also he 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to twelve weeks :

190. (7) An official log shall be kept in every 
ship registered in British India except home-trade 
ships not exceeding three hundred tons burden in the 
form sanctioned by the Local Government. 

(2) The official log may, at the discretion of the 
master or owner, be kept distinct ’from or united with 
the ordinary ship's log so that in all cases the spaces 
in the official log-book be duly filled up. 

(5) An entry required by this Act iu the official 
log-book shall be made as soon as possible after the 
occurrence to which it relates, and, if not made on the 
same day as tha.t occurrence, shall be made and dated 
so as to show the date of the occurrence and of the 
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entry respecting it; and if made in respect of an 
occurrence happening before the arrival of the ship at 
her final port of discharge, shall not be mode more 
tlian twenty-four hours after that arrival. 

(4) Every entry, in the official log-book shall be 
signed by the master and by the mate or some other

1B1. (i) The muster, owner or agent of a native Act xo^- 
piussenger or pilgrim ship .so departing or proceeding am xiv of 
shall give notice to tin officer, appointed in this behalf 
by tlie Local Government, that the ship i.s to carry 
native passengers or pilgrims and of her distimition 
and of the propo.sed time of .sailing. _ 

(2) The notice shall be. given— 

(а) in the case of a native pa.SRenger ship, not 
• less' than twenty-four hours before that 

time; 

(б) in the case of n pilgrim ship at the original 

port of departure if in British India, and 
in other cases at the first port at which 
she touches in British India, not le.ss than 
three days, and at all other ports not 
less than twenty-four hours liefore that 
time. 


162. After receiving the notice, the officer or a Actxof 
persbn authorised by him shall be at liberty at.Actxjvof 
all times to enter on the ship and inspect her and » 
her fittings and the provisions and stoi'es on board. 
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163. (i) A ship intended to carry native pas- 
sengers or pilgrims shall not commence a voyage Aotkivof 
from a port or place appointed under this Part, 
unless the master holds two certificates to the effect 
mentioned in the two next following sections. 

(2) The officer whose duty it is to grant a port- 
clearance for the ship shall not grant it, unless the 
master holds those certificates. 

154. The first of the certificates (hereinafter 
called “ Certificate A ”) shall state that the ship is sea- Actkiv of 
worthy and properly equipped, fitted and ventilated, 
and— 

(a) in the case of a native passenger ship, the 
number of passengers which she is capable of 
carrying; 

(ft) in the case of a pilgrim ship, the number of 
pilgrims, of each class which she is 
capable of carrying. 

166. The second of the certificates (hereinafter Act x of 
called “ Certificate B ”)• shall state— Ac/xiv of

(а) the voyage which the ship is to make, and 

the intermediate ports Of any) at which 
she is to touch ; 

(б) that she has the proper complement of 

officers and seamen; 

(c) that food, fuel and pure water over and above 

what is necessary for the crew, and the 
other things (if any) prescribed for native 
passengers or pilgrim ships, as the case 
may be, have been placed on board, of the 
quality prescribed, properly packed and 
sufficient to supply the native passengers or 
pilgrims on board during the voyage which 
the ship is to make (including such deten¬ 
tion in quarantine as may be probable) 
according to the prescribed scale ; 

(d) that the fnaster holds Certificate A ; 

(c) in the case of a native passenger ship, if the 
sliip is to make a short voyage,"as herein¬ 
after defined, in a .season of foul weather, 

, and to carry upper-deck passengers, that 
she is furnished with substantial bulwarks 
and a double awning or with other sufficient 
protection against the weather; 

(/) in the case of a native passenger^hip, if she 
is to carry pas-sengers to ,any port in the 
Red Sea, that she is propelled principally 
by steam, and, if .site is ^,0 carry more than 
one hundred passengers to any such por^ 
that she has on board a mhdical officer 
licensed'in the prescribed manner; 

(</) in the case of a pilgrim ship, that she is 
propelled principally by steam, and that she 
is of the tonnage and steam power (if any) 
prescribed; ^ 

(ft) in the case of a pilgrim ship, if she is to 
carry-more than one hundred pilgrims, 
that she has on board tbe medical officer or 
officers required by this ’Part and the 
prescribed attendants; and 
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(t) such other particulars, i< any, as may bo 
prescribed for native passenger or pilgrim 
ships, us the case may be. 

1S6. If an officer apppointed in this behalf by the 
Local Government Is satisfied tliat a native passenger 
or pilgrim has brought on board a native passenger or 
pilgrim ship for his own u.se food of the quality and in 
the quantity prescribed, the requirements of this Part, 
respecting the supply of food for passengers or 
pilgrim.s, shall not apply so far as regSrds the supply 
of food for that passenger or pilgrim. 


1B7. The person by whom Certificfite A and 
Certifi(;ate B are to’be granted shall be the ollicer 
appointed under ' section lol. who is liereinafter 
referred to as the certifying ollicer. 


168. Where the master of a shi]) produces to the* 
certilying officer one of the certificate.s of survey 
referred to in sections and 114 in respect of the 
ship in force and applicable to the voyage on which 
the ship is to proceed or the'service on which she is 
about to be employed, the certifying officer ma}’, if 
the particulars required by section 154 are certified 
thereby, take the certificate as evidence of those parti¬ 
culars, ajid it shall then be deemed to be a Certificate 
A for the purposes of this Part. 

169. (i) After recei'dng the notice required by 
section 151, the certifying officer may, if he thinks fit. 
cause the ship to be surveyed at the e.xpense of the 
master or owner by competent surveyors, who shall 
report to him whether the ^liip is. in their opinion, 
seaworthy and properly eqaii i cd, fitted and 

luted for the service on which s . is to be employed i 

Provided that he shall not cuvise a ship holding 
one of the certificates of survey referred to in Part III 
to be surveyed, unless, by reason of the ship having 
met with damage or having undergone alteration.s, or 
on other reasonable ground, he considers it likely that 
she may be found unseawortliy or not properly 
equipped, fitted or ventilated for the service on which 
she is to be employed. 

(2) If the officer causes a survey to be made of a 
ship holding any such certificate, and the surveyors 
report that the ship is seaworthy and properly 
equipped, fitted and ventilated for the voyage, anil 
that there was no teasonable ground why the officer 
shonld have thought it likely that she would he found 
unseaworthy, or not properly equipped, fitted or 
ventilated for the service on which she is to be 
employed, the expense of the survey shall bo paid by 
the Local Governinent. 

160. Th^ certifying officer shall not grant a 
certificate, unless he is satisfied that the ship 1ms not 
on board any cargo likely from its quality, quantity 
or mode qf stowage to prejudice the health or safety 
of the native passengers or pilgrims. 

(2) Save as aforesaid, and subject to the provisions 
of sub-sectioh (3), it shall be in the discretion of the 
certifying officer to grant or withhold the certificate.

Wreck and Salvage, 

272. In this Part “ wreck” includes tho following

sea and remain floating on the surface; 

(c) goods which are sunk in the sea, but are 

attached to a floating object in order that 
they may be found.again ;

Declaration between the Government of the United 
Kim/dom of Great Britahi and Ireland and the 
Government of the French Republic with refer¬ 
ence to the disposal of the proceeds of Wrecks on 
their respective Coasts. 

Tlie Government of Her Mjijesty the Queen of 
tho United Kingdom of Britain and Ireland, Empress 
of India, and the Government of the French Republic, 
desiring to regulate by a new Agreement questions 
relative to the disposal of the proceeds of wrecks on 
the coasts of the two States, have agreed to replace the 
Declaration signed at Loudon on the 16th June 1879, 
by the following arrangements ;— 


Article I. 

When any ship belonging to the subjects of one of 
the two Contracting States is wrecked or stranded on 
the coast of the other, the competent local authorities 
shall,' with as little delay as possible, bring the fact 
to the knowledge of the Consul General. Consul, Vice- 
.. Consul or Consular Agent nearest to the spot where 
the wreck or stranding has taken place.

All operations relative to the salvage of British 
ships which may be wrecked or stranded on the coasts 
of France shall be directed by the Consuls General, 
Consuls, Vice-Consuls or Consular Agents of Great 
Britain, and reciiirocally the French Consuls General, 
Consuls, Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents shall 
direct all operations relative to the salvage of ships of 
their nation wrecked or stranded on the coasts of 
Great Britain. 


ARTICLE III. 

If the owners of the ship and cargo, or their duly 
authori.sed representatives, shall be present and shall 
claim it, the Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls 
and Consular Agents shall hand over to them the 
conduct of the salvage operations after requiring the 
deposit of the ship’s papers, as well as the reimburse¬ 
ment of the expenses already defrayed, and a sutlicieut 
guarantee for those incurred before the operations 
were handed over, and which may not have been 
already settled. 


Article IV. 

The intervention of the local authorities shall only 
take place in the two countries for the purpose of 
assisting the Consular authority, of maintaining order 
of securing the interests of the salvors if they are 
strangers to the ship-wrecked crows, and of assuring 
the due execution of the arrangements to be carried 
out for the entry and departure of the merchandise 
saved. 

In the ab.sonce, and until the arrival, of the Consuls 
General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls or Consular Agents, 
the local anthorities shall, moreover, take all neces- 
.s!iry measures for the protection of the persons and 
for the preservation of the articles which shall have 
been saved from the wreck. 

This intervention shall not give rise to any charges, 
with the exception of tho.se which the salvage opera¬ 
tions and the protection of the articles saved shall 
have rendered necessary, and tho.se to which national 
ships would, under similar circumstances, be liable. 
These charges shall be paid according to the circum- 
stiirices of the ca.se, either by the Agents of the 
Consular service, or by their owners or their proxies. 

In case absence, sickness or any other cause should 
prevent the Agents of the Consular service from 
seeing to the operations and the management of the 
salvage, the local authorities who may be charged 
with the operations and management in question 
shall be bound to remit to the aforesaid Agents the 
ship’s papers and the net proceeds of the ship and the 
cargo. 


Article V. 

The merchandise and articles saved shall not be 
liable to any customs-duties, unless they are intended 
for home consuipption, in which case they shall pay 
the same duties a.s they would have had to pay if they 
had been imi^orted in national vessels.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to consolidate as far as may be the Indian Acts 
relating to merchant shipping. The first Act now on the Indian Statute 
Book dealing with that subject was passed in 1838 and the last in 1920, and 
during this period of nearly a century, a large number of^Acts have been 
from time to time enacted by the Legislature. The result is that the law has 
become increasingly diflicult to refer to and the case for consolidation is very 
strong. 

Attempts have been made on several occasions in the past to remedy 
this state of affairs. In 1867, again in 1882, and more particularly in the 
years 1893 to 1896, Bills attempting to effect a complete or partial consolida¬ 
tion were brought before the Legislature. These attempts failed for a variety 
of causes with which it is unnecessary to enter in detail, but a possible cause 
common to all was the fact that consolidation and amendment were under¬ 
taken at the same time. If, as seein^s probable, the effects to consolidate and 
amend at the same time were contributory to the failures in the past, such 
a course is not less undesirable in 1922, for the volume of the law to be dealt 
with is far greater and the legislative machinery is far more complex. The 
present Bill, therefore, does not attempt to go beyond consolidation and that 
not even of the whole of the law which is not feasible for/reasons which 
will be dealt with later. 

Any consolidating measure must, however, necessarily involve a consi¬ 
deration of the English Statute Law on the subject, for by the enactment of 
the Imperial Statute, the great Merchant Shipping Act of 1894, the powers of 
the Indian Legislature were both curtailed .and extended. The Indian law 
has therefore to be brought into legal harmony with that enactment and its 
simending Acta. Save for this purpose and in the few unimportant respects, 
mostly necessitated by the lapse of time, which are referred to in the Notes 
on Clauses, no change af substauceJias been made intentionally. 

2. The Bill is an imperfect consolidation of the law in one important 
respect. It loaves untouched the Indian law relating to the registration of 
ships. That law is contained in Act.XJX of 18.38 and Act X of 1841 and its 
amending Acts. The latter Acts were passed in virtue of Acts or Parliament 
which have been repealed, and though their provisions are saved there is no 
power to rh-enact them even if it were desirable to do so. Whether they 
can now be repealed and the matter left, to be dealt with by Part I of the 
English Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, which extends throughout the British 
Empire, or whether special provisions must be maintained to meet the case 
of country craft and other clas.ses of shipping provided for by these Acts 
:are matters which are beyond tlje scope of a fconsolidating Bill prepared 
wilder the auspices of the body which stands sponsor for the present 
measure. 

3. The Bill has been prepared and considered by the Statute Law 
Revision Committee and tliey consider it a useful step towards the 
clarification of the Statute Book. 

They do not, however, recommend it should be passed into law in its 
present shape. It is'abundantly evident that numerous amendments of the 
law are called for, some of which they have indicated in the Notes on 
Clauses. 

'They would recommend that the passage of the present ^11 should be* 
rsuspended at some convenient stage in its consideration by the Indian 
Legislature, and that an amending Bill drawn to harmonize with this 
consolidating measure should, wlien all controversial points have been 
decided, be referred for ama^amation with the present Bill.

Notes on Clauses. 

Clause 2 .—The definitions of “effects” apd “wages’’are new. They 
liave been inserted for purely drafting ^jurposes, in order to shorten the 
language of the Bill and follow the definitions in the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, section 742. 
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Clause 4. —Thi» clause does not exactly reproduce the existing law. 
Section 114 of the IndHln Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, section 5 of the 
Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1883, and section 5(c) of the Indian Steam¬ 
ships Act, 1884, except from the operation of the provisions of those Acts, 
respectively, ships “ belonging to His Majesty or the Government, etc.” On 
tlm other hand, sections 3 and 80 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1880, 
except ships “ belonging to, or hired by. Her Majesty or the ^cretary of 
State for India in Council ”; section 2 of the Native Passenger Ships Act, 
1887, excepts ships of the Royal Navy and Indian Marine and “ any other 
ship for the time being in the service of Her Majesty”; and the Indian 
Wireless Telegraphy (Shipping) Act, 1920, does not exempt any ships at all. 
As the.exact amendment of the various provisions here noticed has, in the 
paeit, frequently been questioned, and as the Acts of 18,59 and 1883 were 
amended in this respect in 1919, it seems possible that the provisions, as 
consolidated in the draft Bill, will be suitable and sutticient. 

.The Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, Confers a special exemption in regard 
to ships belonging to a foreign State. The exemption in the English law, 
and the same is also probably true as regards India, rests on the general 
exemption consequent on the absolute independence of every .sovereign 
authority under the international comity which induces every sovereign 
State to respect the Independence and dignity of every other sovereign State 
as a consequence of which public property which is destined for the public 
use of a State is exempt from territorial jurisdiction. See the Parlement 
Belles (1890), 5 P. D. 197 C. A. A.s, however, the Indian Acts cont^ijii various 
excmption.s, this clause reproduces in a generalised form the exemption 
of public ships of foreign States. There i.s a slight alteration in the law to 
which attention is drawn, in that Act X of 1887, section 2(2)(iii) confines 
the oxemp+ion to ships of war. 

Clause 5(1 ).—Section 262 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. exempts 
pleasure yachts from certain requirements of the corresponding^Part, and it 
seems probable that the same exemption should find plawi in the Indian law. 
The njatter is one for an anfeuding Bill. 

Clause 5 (2 ).—This gives the widest scope possible to our Indian legisla¬ 
tion having regard to section 2(«1 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. This 
part of the Bill fills up the lacunaj which the seidion in question leaves in 
the application of Part 11 of the Imperial Act. ''nb-clause (•?) of tlie same 
clause gives the widest application to the Part wf < h is possible uiuler the 
Imperial Law and refers in support of this to secti -n 264 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894. 

Clause 6 .—The terms “shipping-master” and “shipping office” were 
originally used in the English Merciiant Shipping law, but by .section 15 of 
25 and 26 Viet,, C. 63, the phrases “Superintendent of a mercantile marine 
office ” and “ Mercantile marine office ” were respectively substituted. From 
the drafting point of view there is no particular advantage in making the 
substitution in the Bill, and it is possible that, for administrative reasons, it 
may bo undesirable to change well-known titles. Under section 742 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, the Superintendent, so far as regards a British 
posse.ssion, includes any shipping-master or other officer discharging in th.at 
possession the duties of the Superintendent, so no difficulty arises in that 
connection from the retention of the word “shipping-master.” If for any 
adminfet titive reasons the substitution is considered desirable, it is a matter 
which might well be dealt with by an amending Act. “ 

Clause 9 .—This clause reproduces the existing law. It may be pointed 
out that the fees payable upon engagements and discharges of seamen have, 
been abolished in the United Kin^omand by the Statute Law Revision Act, 
55 and 56 Viet., C. 19, the law which authorises the levy«f those feeswvas 
repealed. 

Clause 11 ,—Clause 11 has been drawn in tlie somewhat awkward form in 
which'it appears in^the Bill, a.s, though it reproduces the existing law. it 
seems probable that an amendment will jje called for. Under the English 
law, section 92 of the Merchant Shipping Act, all ships to which that section 
applies are required to have at least a certificated master. 

Clause 11 (2 ).—The draft Bill makes a slight change here in^be existing 
law, as at steamship proceeding to the Straits Settlements would require 
engineer officers only on the scale required for home-trade ships; whereas. 
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uuder section 31 of the Indian Steam-ships Act, 1884, she is treated in this 
respect as a foreign-going ship. It is to be observed that the reference to the 
Straits Settlements was included in the definition of a ‘‘foreign-going ship” 
contained in section 118 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, by the Indian 
Merchant Shipping Law Amendment Act, 1891, and that a similar amend¬ 
ment was not made in section 30 (7) of the Indian Steam-ships Act, 1884. 
Attention is drawn to the point in case the matter maybe one of practical 
importance. 

Clause 11 (3).—The provision in Act VII of 1884, section 32, which is 
here re-enacted is re-enacted in an absolute form instead of depending as it 
does in the existing law on an order of the Local Government. This clause, 
it is thought, is justified as it is irnderstood that all mariti\ne Local Gpvern- 
ments have made the order and the requirement is in force and is also in 
accordance with the trend of modern legislation. 

Clause 16. —The examiners are required to report on* the sobriety,.ex¬ 
perience and ability of applicants for certificates as masters and mates uuder 
the existing 1mlian law. The clause as drawn extends this requirement to 
the case of engineer certificates, and thus makes a small alteration in the 
law. There seems no reason why the law should not be assimilated itito the 
English law, and the fact that the requirement does not exist would appear 
to be mainly due to the different periods of time at which the Acts here 
consolidated were enacted. A.s, however, a small alteration in the law is 
involved attention is drawn to this clause. 

Clause 17. —This clause omits those portions of section 12 of Act I of 
1859 which appear to be clearly spent. It further substitutes what are 
understood to be the modern designations of the Officers of the Naval or 
Royal Indian Marine officers referred to in the existing law. The Committee, 
however, are not in pos.se.'^sion of sufllcient information on the subject to 
say whether the designations employed are entirely accurate, and attention 
is drawn to this clause from that point of view. 

Clause 22. —Following the drafting of the Merchant Shipping Act,* 1894, 
the provisions of the law relating to the production of certificates of com¬ 
petency to the shipping-master are separated from those relating to the 
production of the agreement with the crew, which will be found in clause34. 
This separation makes the drafting clearer and is'nece.ssitated by the re¬ 
arrangement of the order of the provisions incorporated in the Bill. 

Clause 23. —The provisions of the Apprentices Act, 1850 (XIX of 1850), 
relating to apprentices to the sea service have l)een reproduced in the Bill, 
and the references in the Apprentices Act have accordingly been repealed. 
It is thought that the.se provisions more appropriately belong to the law 
relating to Merchant Shipping, especially as they impose duties on shipping- 
masters. It may be pointed out, however, tliat tnese provisions merely 
refer to ships registered in British India It has been ascertained by inquiry 
from those conversant with the facts that apprenticeships are mfideiu British 
India to owners of ships registered in the United Kingdom. The provi-sions 
of sections 108 and 109 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, only apply in 
the United Kingdom. It seems desirable that they should be re-enacted 
mutatis mutandis in the Indian law, but the matter is one for an amending 
Bill. 

Clause 27. —The requirement regarding agreements with the crew under 
the existing law, which is here reproduced, only extends to home-trade 
ships of three hundred tons or upwards. Attention is drawn to the pro¬ 
visions of the MerchantvShipping Act,' 1894, section 113, which requires an 
agreitment in the-case of all Ships, except liome-tfade ships of less than 
eighty tons. 

Clause 28 (2) {f). —The power to fix the scale of provisions in the case 
of lascars or other native seamen is by the existing law conferred on the 
Local Government, with the previous sanction of the Governor General in 
Council. This provision is reproduced in the Bill, but the re-arrangement 
of the Bill brings out the inconsistency of this division of the powers when 
it is considfted that the form.of agreement is to be sanctioned by the 
Governor General in Conncil. There appears to be some case for a <^n8ldera* 
tion of an amendment of the law. 
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Clause 28 (2) (flr).—The reference to short allowance of provisions heroin 
contained reproduces the existing law, but it is understood that in the 
sanctioned form of agreement this punishment has long been struck out. 
In these circumstances here also there ajjpears to be a case for the auieud- 
ment of the law. 

Ciauae 38. — This clause reproduces the existing law, but it is for con¬ 
sideration whether some amendment is not desirable. Tlie clause relates 
to the engagement of seamen to proceed to any port out of British India.” 
This would include some home-trade voyaces. The question seems to arise, 
therefore, whether some amendment is not necessary. 

Clause 49.—The existing law is reproduced by this clause., but the 
attention of Government might be called to the provisions of section 137 
of tlie Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, which enables small questions of wages 
to be dealt with in the case of foreigii'going sliips without a written 
agreeement. The matter is not, however, one that can be dealt with in a 
consolidating Bill. 

Clause 56. —Sub-clause (2)'at this clau.se is new. It is based on section 
56 (q) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. As will be seen it is merely 
a drafting amendment, and. therefore, may reasonably be inserted in a 
consolidating Bill. It remedies a defect in the section which is obvious. 

Clause 59. —In connection with this clause attention is drawn to the 
provisions of section 160 of the Merchant Shipping Act. 1894, under which 
a seaman is not entithid to W’agcs wdiere his illness is onlj’ caused by his own 
default. Apparently under the Indian law a man is entitleil to wages in 
those circumstances. 

Clause 63. —This reproduces the existing law, but some amendment is 
desirable, as the Indian law does not recognise a summary suit before a 
Magistrate. 

Clause 65. —Section 167 (2) of the Mendnint Shipping Act, 1894, gives the 
master and the persons lawfully acting, t>wing to his illness, for the master 
similar rights in respect of lawful disbur.sements. This is a provision which 
might well Und place in an amending BiR. 

Clause 75 {!) (c). —The provision here reprou. ^ 'd is that contaiised in 
section 5() (c) of Act VII of 1880. It seems some . at anomalous that the 
control over the local authority which is appointe by the Local Govern¬ 
ment [clause 74 should bi* vested in the Governor General in Council. 

Clause 98. —This clause reproduces the existing law, and follows the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, which only a])plies to ships before arrival 
in dock or the place of discharge. • A substantial amendment is neces.sary 
if the Indian law is to be brought into harmony with the English law 
conUiined in .section 218 of the Merchant Shipi^ing Act, 1894. 

Clause 147. — Under .section 368 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, the 
provisions of Part III of that Act (other than the provisions relating to 
passenger steamers only) do not apply to British India, but by sub-section {2) 
of that section, the Governor, General in Council is, by Act, allowed to declare 
that all or anj'^ provi.sions of Part III shall apply to the carriage of steerage 
passengers upon any voyage from any specified port whatsoever. This section 
in the Mei jhant Shipping Act, 1894, is bjised on section 99 of 18 and 19 Viet.. 
C. 119 (the Paa.sengers’ Act, 1855). Under the powers conferred by that Act, 
the Indian Sea Passengers’ Act, 1855, was passed. The Passengers’ Act dealt 
with tlio carriage of passengers of all classes. Section 368 referred to above, 
only deals with tlie earriage of steerage passengers. ’I'lie provi.sions of the 

Indian Sen Pas.sengers’ Act were, in effect, made applicable to certain 

voyages specified in section 3 of that Act, and to those voyages the provi¬ 
sions of sections 273 and 274 and Schedule VII of the Passengers’ Act were 
applied. The corresponding provi.sion8 of the Merchant Sliipping Act of 
1894 are the provisions in case of wreck contained in sections 332, 333, 334 
and 335 of the Act of 1894, and these provisions have been incorporated in a 
Schedule to the Bill,. 

Section 368 (3) provides that an Act passed in virtue of the power con- 
ferre-l by that section shall not have_ effect Tinder the section unless it is 
reserved for the signification of His Majesty’s pleasure thereon, or contains 
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}( suspending clause providing that the Act shall not come into operation 
until His Majesty’.s pleasure thereon has been publicly signified in British 
India. Section 8(18 does not contain a provision with reference to Acts 
passed under the power reproducetl thereby similar to that in section 735, 
sub-section (2) of the Merchant Slapping Act, 1894. It will, therefore, 
appear to be necessary to insert a clause making the repeal of the existing 
law take effect from the date on whicli His Majesty may signify his 
pleasure. 

Part IV. —The clauses of tlie Bill in this Part are a consolidation of the 
Native Passenger Sliips Act, 1887 (X of 1887), and the Pilgrim Ships Act, 
1895 (XIV of'1895). Though possibly for some reasons it might be more 
convenient to keep these Acts separate, it is impossible to do so in a con¬ 
solidation Bill, us a large nunil)or of the clauses of the two Acta aie verbatinu 
reproductions. The plan adopted lias been to state the general provisions 
which apply to both classes of ships, and then to proceed to deal with the 
special rules which relate only to the particular class in question. 

Clause 149 {2). —It has been found desirable to deline “native passenger 
ship "’, and the reference in tlie provision is to clause 147 (2). 

Clause 218. —In this clause and in the clau.se following^ clause 219, 
1 ‘egardiug the marking of load-lines, the provisions of the existing law have 
been consolidated so as to bring together, subject to the exceptions provided 
by the Part, the provisions of the law relating both to British and foreign 
ships. 

Clause 228. —This clause! contains the saving for foreign ships contained 
in Act VII of 1880, and the Bill as drawn in this form makes it po.ssible to 
summarise the provisions rcilating to overloading and improper loading and 
the marking of the deck of load-lines covering the cases of all classes of 
ve.s.sels. ^ 

Clause 288. —This clause contains the special provisions, in the applicu* 
tion to foreign ships, of the provisions as to detention w'hich are contained 
in section 85 of Act VII of 1880. 

Clauses 240 — 245. —The.se clauses comsolidate the law in regard to the 
provision of wireless telegraphy on board ships, which seem to fall appro¬ 
priately under this part of the Bill. 

Pari VI. —This Part sei)arates from the iiiaLn body of the Act the provi¬ 
sions of the law in regartl to shipping inquiries in Courts, in this respect 
it follows the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and the arrangement is probably 
convenient. 

Clause 251. —The pow’er to legislate to give power to liold an inquiry in 
the case of a master, mate or engineer holding a certificate under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, is restricted by section 478 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, to the ca.ses mentioned in clause (6; of sub-clause (!) of 
that clause. It .seems desirable that this limitation should appear on the 
face of the Act and accordingly it has been inserted in tliis clause. 

Clause 258. —The jmwer conferred by section 472 of the Merchant Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1894, appears to supersede the power in .section 80 of Act I of 1859 
as regards Courts having Admiralty jurisdiction, and the reference in this 
clause is intended to draw attention to the existence of tliat power. 

Clause 265. This clause gives power to Courts, in ports where there is 
no Colonial Court of the Admiralty, to remove a master. 

Clause 280. —This clause brings together the ofiicers or other persons 
who are by various sections of the Act con.solidattd and declared to be 
public servants within the meaning of the Iqdian Penal Code (XLV of I860). 
This consolidates the provisions as to the place of trial which are scattered 
over the various Acts. 

Clause 281. —This consolidates, in as general a form as possible, the 
scattered provisions as to the depositions of witnesses who cannot be 
produced. 

Section 112 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, does not confine the 
power to try cases thereunder to first class Magistrates, bnt under the 
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existing law it is only Magistrates of the first class wlio can try cases sum¬ 
marily. In the Act of 18S0 tliero is no special provision as to the (ilass of 
Magistrate who may try offences except section 54, which provides that 
Cliapter III should, bo taken as part of the Indian Mercliant iShi])ping Act, 
1859, and the same remark applies to the Act of 1883. Section 38 of the 
Itidian Steam-ships Act, 1884, contains the provision which appears in the 
Biil, whilst the Native Passenger Ships Act. 1887, and the Pilgrim Ships 
Act, 1895, confine the power to try cases under those Acts to Magistrates of 
the first and second classes. The Indian Wireless Telegraphy (Shipping) 
Act, 1920, imposes no limitation, i his clause, therefore, does not exactly 
reproduce the existing law, but it is suggested that, in a Bill of this kind, it 
would be difficult, and possibly is not necessary, to specify various oilences 
as triable, respectively, by first and second chess Magistrates. 

Clause 284 .—This jdaces in the tippropriate part of the Bill the provi¬ 
sions for enforcing the detention of a strip. 

• Clause 286 .—This coinsolidates the various provisions scattered through 
the Act as to the levy of wages, fines, etc., by description of the ship. 

Clause 288 .—This gives general application to the provisions of two Acts 
regarding the application of tines imposed under the Act. 

Clause 289 {!).—This clau.se follows the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
section 723, in that it gives to the shipping-master a power of entry on board 
British sliips in all cases and not only, as in section 30 of the Indian 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1859, reproduced in clause 41 of the Bill, for the 
purpose of preventing a seaman from being shipped contrary to the provi¬ 
sions of that Act.

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the incor¬ 
poration of Trustee.s for the European Hospital for 
mental di.seasos at Ranchi, and to make provision for 
other matters in relation thereto; It is hereby enact¬ 
ed us follows:— 


Short title And 
oommencement 


1. (7) This Act may be called the Ranchi Mental 

Hospital Act, 1922. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Governor General in Council may, by notification in 
the Gazette of fndia, appoint. 


2. In this Act. unle.ss there is anything repug¬ 
nant in the .subject or context,— 

(aj “the Board” means the Board of Trustees 
for the European Hosi)ital for mental dis¬ 
eases at Ranchi constituted under this Act; 

(6) “the Chairman” moans the Chairman of the 
Board; 

(C) “the Hospital” means the European Hospital 
for mental di.seases established at Ranchi 
in the province of Bihar <ind Orissa ; 

{d) “land” means land as defined in section 3 infim. 
of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894. 

(e) “the Local Government” meains the Local 
Government of Bihar and Oris.sa ; 

(/j “ the Huperintendent” means the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Hospital appointed by the 
Local Government; and 

(r/) “ Trustee ” inoaria a member of the Board. 

Subject to the ijrovisions of this Act, the entire 
" management and-control of the Hospital shall, on and 

from the date oh which this Act comes into force, be 
ve.sted in a Board to be called “ the Trustees for the 
European Hospital for mental diseaso.s at Ranchi,” and 
the Board shall be a body corporate having perpetual 
succession and a dOmmon seal, with power to acqnire 
and hold property both moveable and immeveable and 
to contract, and shall by the said name sue and be 
sued. 
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4 . (i) The Board shall consist of fourteen Trus¬ 
tees, namely :— 

(a) u Chairman appointed by the Local Govern¬

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STATEMENT. OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

A central asylum has for some years been establis^id at Ranchi for the 
reception of European lunatics from Northern India. As it was intended to 
serve the needs of several provinces the whole initial cost of the buildings 
and equipment was met from Imperial funds, but the Provincial.Governments 
concerned agreed to pay the cost of maintenance of all lunatics mt^ntained 
in the hospital from their provinces. The recovery of these chafes has 
now incidentally been placed upon a legal basis by the enactment of the 
Indian Lunacy (Amendment) Act, 1922, but the Government of Bihar and 
Orissa still anticipate considerable difficulties in fluancing the hospital 
which in a great measure has been instituted to meet the needs of other 
provinces. 

With the separation of provincial fr.^m central finances which has 
followed the introduction of tlie Reforms, the Government of India are 
unable to finance the hospital to a greater extent than is ))ermis8ible under 
the Devolution Rules. That is, the Central Government can meet the coat of 
maintenance of Innatics from places under the Central Government who are 
maintained in the Uo.spital, and otherwise can only make advances to the 
Local Government from central revenues nnder Devolution Rule 25. In 
order to meet the.se difficulties, it is considered that it is desirable to make 
over the hospital to a Board of Trustees on which the various provinces 
interested in the maintenance of the hospital would be represented and 
which would be responsible for its proper upkeep under the control of the 
Government of Bihar and Orissa. The ordinary’ annual charges would be 
met by the Boaixi by recoveries from the patients and Local.Governments 
concerned, and the Board would be placed in funds until such recoveries 
become due by an advance from the central revenues, and the capital cost 
of original works would also be met by similar advances. Such advances 
would be repaid to the Central Government by equaterl instalments of 
principal and interest within such periods as wqnld be fixed in each case. 
The object of the present Bill is to give effect to this scheme. It provides for 
the incorporation of the Board of Trustees, the powers of the Boaitl and the 
restrictions upon the powers of the Board. The Government of Bengal is given 
greater representation on the Board than other Local Governments, because 
.58 per cent, of the inmates of the hospital come from that province. In addi¬ 
tion arrangements are Included for the control ands persession of the Board, 
in the event of its failure to perform its duties or ol is repeated fajlurf* to 
to perform its duties. Finally, the Bill provides for ihe dissolution of the 
Board at any time and the re-vesting of the funds and other property of the 
Board in the Government of Bihar and Oris.sa on behalf of His Majesty. An 
order to this effect can, however, only be made by the Government of Bihar 
and Orissa with the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, 
and the intention is that such sanction shall not be granted unless suitable 
provision is made by the Local Government for safeguarding the interests 
of other Local Governments which have contributed to the maintenance of 
lunatics in the Asylum.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The general Conference of the International Labour Oj’ganisation of the 
League of Nations convened at Washington on the 29th October, 1919, 
adopted a Draft Convention concerning the minimum age for admission of 
children to industrial employment. Article 6 (cj of the Convention prohibits, 
inter alia, the employment ot childi'en under twelve years of age in the 
handling of goods in docks, quays and wharves but excluding transport by 
hand. On the recommendation of the Legislative Assembly and the Council 
of State, the Governor General in C ouncil has ratified the whole of the Con¬ 
vention, and the Governmeut of India are now under an oi)ligation to make 
the provisions of Article 6 (c) effective. The object of the present Bill is to 
fulfil this obligation so far as the employminit of children in the handling of 
goods in docks, quays and wharves is concerned.

STATEMENT OF OB.JECTS AND REASONS. 

The Indian Cotton Committee, which was appointed in 1917, brought to 
notice— 


(1) that the practice of uduilerating long staple cotton with short 

staple was very prevalent at the gins and pres.s-houses in certain 
long staple areas, the object being to secure for the mixtitre 
the higher prices offered for long staple ; . 

(2) that, owing to the consequent mixture of seed, there was consider¬ 

able deterioration in the cultivation of many of the superior 

varieties of cotton ; 

' « 

(3) that .soft cotton waste was also used for the purpo.se of adulteration 

with “ Irapas” (the natural flosai ; ‘A^d 

(4) that short staple cotton was frequently railed to a long staple area 

and re-booked thence, even without mixing, as long staple 
cotton. 

2. As instances of (/) and (2), the Committee quoted the imports of short 
staple cotton into the Broach tract, the result of which has been that Broach 
cotton has largely lost its former reputation. Other superior Varieties of 
cotton are threatened with the same fate. The practice described npder (4) - 
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above is facilitated by the trade custom whereby cotton is bought and sold on 
the name and reputation of the area where it purports to have been -grown ; 
i.e , on the name of the railway station from which the bales are last booked. 

3. These malpractices are e.xerclsing so serious and dangerous an*, 
influence on the industry as a wliole, that the necessity of taking Govern¬ 
mental action has become a matter of immediate importance. The Bill 
provides a remedy by enabling Local Governments to prevent inferior cotton 
or cotton-waste, as defined, from being imported, except under licence, into 
areas which it is desired to protect. 

The principal provisions of the Bill are as follows :— . 

(1) Local Governments are empowered, with the previous consent of 

the Provincial Legislature, to define the areas and to notify the 
stations which should be regarded as protected. Consignments 
of cotton are not allowed to any such notified station except 
from other notified stations in the same area. 

(2) It is necessary to make certain exceptions to the prohibition in 

favour, for instance, of mill-owners within the area requiring 
extraneous cotton and of pnrcha.sers of cotton w'asle foi indus¬ 
trial purposes. Local Governments are acconlingly empowered 
to frame rules for a licensing system and to appoint the authoi i- 
ties for the i.ssue of licences.. 

(3) Station masters or other railway servants responsible for (lie 

delivery of goods or parcels are prohibited under ijenalties from 
delivering cotton improperly consigned to their stations.

2. In those oi'der.s :— 

(rt) The Bank mean.s the Imperial Bank of India or any branch of the 
Imperial Bank of India. 

(/>) Collector im'ans the chief oflicer in charge of the revenue adminis¬ 
tration of a district. 

(C) /Principal Auditor is used in the sense in which it is detined in the 
rules made under se<Uion 9(5-1) of the Government of India Act. 

{d) Treasury includes a sub-treasury. 

.e) YVt’rt.sjc/v/Dy/iVer nu'ans the oflicer in immediate executive charge 
of a treasury. 

Section III.— Locatioa of nuoteys stnudiny in the public account. 

3. Moneys standing in the public account must be either retained in a 
treasury or deposited in the Bank. The contlitions under which they are 
deposited in the Bank are governed by the ternis of tiie agreement of the 
Secretary of State in Council with the Bank. 
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Section \y.—Creneml system of treasury control. 

i. Unless in any case the Governor in Gouncil, with the concurvence of 
the Auditor-General, otherwise direct, there shall be in every district a trea¬ 
sury under the charge of a treasury otlicer. If moneys standing in the 
public account are, in any district, not deposited in the Hank, the treasury 
«d that district shall be divided into two departments : that of the accounts, 
under the charge of an accountant, and that of the cash, under the charge 
uf a ti'easurer. 

5. In any treasury in which a Government servant of the Indian Audit 
Department has not bcnm appointed, as such, to be treasury otlicer, the fol¬ 
lowing orders will apply :— 

ta) The treasury shall be in the general charge of the Collector, who 
may entrust the immediate executive control to a treasury 
otlicer subordinate to him but may not divest him.self of 
administrative control. He shall be responsible for the proper 
observance of thes('oiders and for the punctual submission of 
all r<‘turns reciuired from the treasury by the Governor-General 
in Council. 

(b) The duty of verifying and certifying the monthly cash balance, if 
atjy. in the treasury, and of submitting monthly accounts in 
such form or forms and aftei such verification as the .\uditor- 
General may ])r(;scril)e. shall be umhMtaken by the Collectoror 
by such other ollicer as the Governor in Council may specify. 
It must be performed by the Collecti>r in person at least once in 
every period of six months. 

to A chang(‘ of incumbent of the otlice of Colle<-tor shall at once b(‘ 
reported to the principal auditor concerned by tlu* in-coming 
Collector, who shall certify to the primupal auditor the amount 
of the cash balance, if any. which he has taken over. ThP certi¬ 
ficate shall be submitted in such form and after such vtU’ification 
as the Auditor-General may prescribe 


h. In any treasury in which a Government servant of the Indian Audit 
Department has been appointed, as such, to be treasury ollicer. the duties of 
t he Collector in relation to I h<^ custody of moneys in tlie treasury shall be 
such as the Governor in Council, with the concurrence of the (fovernor- 
General in Council, may specify. 

^tKCTlON V .—/bjyment of (roreniineni moneys into the public account. 

7. Except as provided in order <S. all moneys receiverl by Government 
servants in their oflicial capacity, other than moneys withdrawn from the 
public account undar the provisions of section Vlfl below, shall without un¬ 
due delay be paid in full intoa treasury or into the liank and shall be included 
in the geneial balances of Govm’ument. Departmental receijds shall liOt be 
approj)riated to meet departmental expeiuiiliire (ixce]tt with the sanction of 
the tiOvernor-General in Council. 

S. In certain exceptional cases. Government .servants may !»(> permitted 
to <'pen a sepaiarte account with a bank and to pay into it moneys received 
by them in their officl.il capacity. The conditions on which such permission 
may be given .are detailed in A[)pendix 

9. («) The {)rocedure to be, adopted by Govcu’nment servants in i)aying 
into treasuries moneys dcnived f.rom sources (»f provincial revenue and by 
trea.suries in receiving such moneys and granting receipts for them sh.all be 
such us may be speciflcd by the Goveniof ill Council, with ili(> concurrence 
»if the Auditor-General. 

(b) The procedure to be adopted by Government servants in paying into 
treasuri(!s moneys not derived from sources of provincial rtwetiue and by 
treasuries in receiving such moneys and granting receipts for them shall be 
such as may l)e spe^jifled by the Goveriutr-Genetal in Council. 

(c) The procedure to be adopted by Government .servants in paying 
moneys into the Bank and by the Bank in receiving such money's and grant¬ 
ing receipts for them shall be ‘;u<di as may be specified by the Govcirnor- 
General in Council.

KK (rt) Tlie j)r()CO(lure lor the Hale cu.stody of inoiKiys in a trcasnry shall 
be such as the Governor in Council, with tlie concurrence of the Governor-

(f>) The Bank is responsible for the .safe custody of Government moneys 
deposited in the Bank. 


8KCTION VII .—Traiinfer of moneys standing in the public account. 

II. The tran.sfcr of Government moneys from (mh* treasury to another, 
and between the currency chest balance and treasury balanct^ of a treasury 
and between a treasury and the Bank shall be governed by such instructions 
as the Controller of the Currency may issue in this behalf. It shall not be 
subject to the orders in section VIII below. 


Section VIII.— Withdraxcal of ynoneys from the public account. 

12. Definition .— In this section withdrawal means the withdrawal of 
funds from th(‘ public account for expenditure on provincial sultjects. Tlie 
proceduri' to la- adopted l)y Governmetit servjints in withdrawing funds Iroin 
I he public a<a-()unt for expenditure on centnd subjects shall be such as m:iy 
be specilied by the Gov<“rnor-Gencr;il in Council. 

l.‘l. Oenerat rule .— ITnhess in any case the Governor in Council, with the 
coneurreiice of the Auditor-General, otherwise direct, moneys m:iy not be 
withdrtiwn from the public acc«»unt without the written permission of the 
treasury ollicer or of a (Jovernment servioit of the Indiaii Audit Ifeiiartment 
jiuthoriscd in this behalf by (he Auditor-General. 

14. Power of a principal auditor .—principal atulitor may. subji'et to 
tin* general control of the Auditor-General, pcnniit wit lidiawal for .luy 
pu rpose. 

1.5. Instructions to treasury olficer.'i.—(a \ tteasuiy olIictM'may ]>ertnit 
withdmwal for the lollowing puiposes;— 

(<) To i»ay sums due by Government to e drawing otlh-e . 

(t/) To place the dr;iwing ollicer in funds to meet claims likely to 
be presented against Government in the imuiediati* future 
by 

(1) other Government servants or 

(2) private parties. 

(ill) To enable the drawing ollicer to supply funds to another 
Government seivant from which to meet similar elaim.s. 

{iv) 'I'o pay direct from the treasury sums due by (Government to a 
private party. 

(b) Unless in any (;ase it be othenvi.se e.xprossly or<lere<l by a principal 
auditor, a treasury ollicer shall not permit withdrawal for any purpo.se not 
specified in clause (o) of this order. 

1(». Except as i>rovided in orders 23 and 21 belo\v. a treasury ollicer 
.shall not permit withdrawal for any puritose tinless the claim for withdrawal 
is pi’(isenled by such person and in such form, and has been .satisfactorily 
submitted by the fn'a.sury ollicer to such checks, as the Governor in (.'ouneil. 
with the concurrence of the Auditor-General, may specify. 

17. A treasury tdlieer shall not honour a claim which he considers to 
be disputable. He sliall require the claimant to refer it to the principal 
auditor responsible for the audit of the payment. 

18. Except under the getieial or special orders of the Governor in 
Council, a paymeui shall be made in the district in which the claim 
arises. 
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11). The leave salary of a ^'azetted Government servant, who draws his 
l(‘ave-salary in India, may he paid in any di.'-triet in India. 'I'lie leave-salary 
of a i:on-gazetted Governmoiit .servant may he paid in that district only in 
which his pay could he drawn if he were on duty. 

20. Pensions payable in India may he paid in any district in India. 

21. No withdrawal shall he permittetl in order to meet the pay, le.ive- 
salary or allowances of a f^azetted Govermnent serviuit, or a reward or 
honoraiium payable to a fjrazetti'd Government servant, or any pension pay¬ 
able from ^jeneral revenues, until an audit i>tlicer has intimated theraieat 
which payment should he matle. 

22. No witlulrawal shall hi- permitted in order to meet the first of any 
series of payments in a district of pay or allowances to a Govei-nment servant, 
other than a person iiewly a|)poiuted to Government service, unless tin' 
claim he supported by a last-pay certificate in such form as may he pres¬ 
cribed by the Anditor-Gt'neral. 

2;). In case of urj^ent necessity, a Collector may riMiuiri' a treasury 
oflicer to mal«‘ a payment in contravention of order ItJ, 17,18. U), 21 or 22 
above; provided that the Collector records an order in writiiif^ and 
immediately sends a (“opy of the order, to^iether with an e.xplanation of the 
circumstances which rendered it necessary, to the principal auditor wlio will 
audit the payment. The treasury officer a 1.so shall intimate the payment 
to the principal auditor. 

24 A treasury ollicer may correct an arithmetical inaccuracy or an 
obvious mistake in an}’ hill presetiled to liim for payment, jirovided that he 
intimates to the drawing ollicer the correction which he makes. 

27). Inslruclions to drawing officers.—\ Government sin vant who is 
autliori.sed to withdraw moneys by means of cheques shall notify to the 
tre.isnry officer or to the local officials of the Bank, as the case may be, the 
numbers of the cheiiue hooks which from time to time he I'roposes to use and 
of the che*pies which they contain. 

2t). When a Government .servant wlio is authorised to draw or counter¬ 
sign che(ptes or hill payable at a treasury or the Bank nndves over charge of 
his office to anotlu'r, he must send a specimen of the relieving Govc'rtiment 
servant’s signature to the treasury ollicer or the local officials of the Bank, as 
the case may he. 


Section IX .—ResponsibilHg for nuniegs witlidrairn. 

27. (<() A tiovertiment servant supplied with funds for e.xpenditurc shall 
he res])onsihle for such funds until an account of them has been ri'inlered to 
the satisfaction of I he princ-ipal auditor concerned, in cases in which the 
acquittances of the actual payees are not sent for audit thi^ Government 
servant supplied with funds shall he held personally re.sponsihle for seeing 
that payments are made to the persons entitled to receive them. 

(fe) If any doubt arises as to the idc'ntily of the Government servant by 
whom an account of such funds shtill be rendered, it shall be decided by the 
Governor in Council. 

28. A treasury officer receiving an intimation from an amlit officer that 
moneys have been incorrectly withdrawn and that a certain sum should be 
recovered from a drawing officer must effect the recovery without delay and 
without regaid to any corr(‘S|)On([ence undertaken or contemplated with 
reft'rence lo the retrenchment order; and the drawing officer must witliout 
delay repay the sum by such method as the audit officer may prescribe. 


Section X. —General Exception. 

21). A Governor in Council may not, without the sanction of the 
Governor General in Council, so exercise any power conferred upon him by 
the-<e orders a.s to impose U()OU the Bunk in coiiiiectioii With (Tovemmeiit 
business any responsibility which the Bank is not liable to nndertitke at the 
linu' wlien these orders come into force. 
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APPENDIX A. 

Th« following aro the mlea which govern the opening by a Government 
.servant of a sej):irato account with a bank for the deposit of moneys received 
by him in liis oilicial capacity 

(/) A Governor or a Lieutenant-Governor may permit his Private or 
Military Secretary to open an account for the deposit of funds 
under the per.sonal control of the Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor. ‘ 

(//) A Secretary to a Governnn-nt may njaui an account in his own 
name, provided that he records a written order stating the 
nature of tlie moneys to l)e kept in tlie account and sends a copy 
of tliat order to the principal Auditor concerned. 

(///) Accounts may l)e opened without restriction by the following 
clas.ses of Government servant:— 

An Administrator-General. 

An Oilicial Trustee, A.ssignee or Receiver. 

A Sherilf. 

The Solicitors to the Government of India and of Madras. 

An Accountant-General of a High Court or the Account OHicer of a 
High Court on the Original Side. 

{,1V) E.xcept as provided in rules (1) to (Ill), no Government servant 
may open an account with a bank for the deposit of moneys 
received in his otlicial capacity without the previous sanction 
of a i)rincii)al Auditor. The following conditiojis govern the 
grant of such .sanction :— 

(a) Permission may be given in all ca.ses in which the moneys, 
althougli received t)y a Government .servant in his official 
cai)acity, do not form part of g»m(“ral levenues. 

ih) Permission may not be given in the following cases:— 

(t) Where the moneys in (piestion ha\ ' been withdrawn from the 
])nblic account, (tr aie received order to be paid into the 
public account, eitiier as revenue c 's a dejjosit. 

(»/) Where the moneys form part of a balance of an account sub¬ 
mitted for audit to tht^ Indian Audit Department, or the 
receipts or outgoings represent transactions of which the 
tjoveinment servant concioned is bouiul to submit an account 
to the Indian Audit Department. 

(Hi) Where the money.s must, umler any law or any order of Govern¬ 
ment or a Ci)urt of .lustice, be deposited with, or held in trust 
by, any Government servant in his official cai)acity. 

(//’) Where the money.s have been advanced to a Government servant 
for contingent e.\penditure or to a civil officer for public 
works expenditure. 

(f) In ca.ses not covered by clauses (a) and (6) of this rule, permission 
should not be given except upon some definite ground of con¬ 
venience to the public service. The personal convenience of the 
Government servant concerned does not constitute such a 
ground. ‘ 

(D) All accounts opened under these rules must be oi)ened with a 
branch of the Imperial Dank of India, where such a branch is 
available. Where no such branch exists an account may be 
opened with any other bank; provided that the Government 
servant opening it remains personally responsible for the 
moneys as though tlie.y were in his per.sonal custody.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASON^ 

The position in regard to the protection of official secrets in India is 
briefly as follows. The provisipna of the law which are now in force are ;~ 

(а) An act of the Legislature in India—the Indian Ofliciai Secrets Act, 

1889, as amended by the Indian Official Secrets (Amendment) 
Act, 1904 ; and » 

(б) A Statute*of Parliament,—the Official Secrets Act, 1911 (1 & 2 

- s George V, c. 28). 

The pi-oviaions of the British Statute have, as a result of experience 
gained during the Warj been considerably modified by the enaotmeni of the 
Official Secrets Act, 1920, but tlie latter Statute dees not apply to British 
India. 

2. It has for some time past been recognised that it is unsatisfactory to 
have two separate laws in force siinultaneonsly in India. Further, although 
the British Act of 1911 is in force in India, difficulties arise in applying it 
becau.se of the use in it of English common law terms and so on. For these 
reason-s it is desirable that there should be a single consolidated Act appli¬ 
cable to Inaian conditions, and the desirability of this has been emphasi.sed 
by the passing of the British Act of 1920 which has considerably amended 
the Act of 1911, but is not applicable to India. 

3. The provisions of the British Act of 1911 are more effective, parti¬ 
cularly in the matter of the protection of military secrets than the Indian 
enactments, and they have been further strengthened by the enactment of 
the amending Statute of 1920, which is based on experience gained during 
the War. It is considered desirable, therefore, that the law in India should 
be assimilated to that in force in the United Kingdom, and the object of this 
Bill is to consolidate the provisions of the British Acts of 1911 and 1920 and 
to enact them in a form suitable for India. 

4. As this Bill is a purely consolidating measure, it is not nece.ssary to 
deal with the clamses in detail, but it may be mentioned that it is proposed 
to omit provisions on the lines of sections 4 and 5 of the Act of 1920, as it is 
considered that the matters dealt with in these sections are sufficiently 
covered by the provisions of the Indian Telegraph Act, 188.5, atul the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898. 

5. If this Bill is passed it will not bo nece.ssary to retain the Indian 
Acts, and provision is therefore made in clause 16 for their repeal.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In December 1919 a conference was held at Dtdhi, attended by rei^resen- 
tatives of the Provinces of British India and of Indian States, to consider 
the future administration of tlte Criminal Tribes Act, 1911 (111 of 1911). 
The provisions of the Act wer'e examined in detail and a number of amend- 
ment.s were recommended by the conference. The.se recommendations were 
examinetl by the GoverDiuent of India, and the amendments propo.sed by 
them were referred to local Governments for opinion. They have now 
been re-examined by the Government of India in the light of the opinions 
of the local Governments, and the final conclusions are embodied in the 
draft Bill. 

2. A number of the amendments are merely formal or are designed to 
remove minor defects which experience of the working of the \ct has 
brought to light. It is not neees.sary to exj)lain the-se in detail. 4’iiechanges 
of sub.^itance which it is proposed to include are dealt with individually in 
the following ))aragraph8. 

3. Clause 2 of the Rill. —The obj(*ct of this- ■ lause is to exteii I the 
ap(>licHtion of the Act to the Presidency-town.s and t. Rangoon. I'he neces¬ 
sity for this amendment was urged by the Government of Bengal as far back 
as 1914, when they complained that the Act provided no macliinery for the 
registration of the criminal tribes residiiig in a Presidency-town, and the 
proposal is strongly supported by the other local Governments concerned. 

4. Clause 5 of the Bill. —Under section 13 of the Act. as it stands at 
present, the orders of the local Government are required before a criminal 
tribe or part thereof which has been restricted to or .settled in a siiecified 
area by a notification under section 11 c.in be moved to another area. It has 
been repre.sented that this causes inconvenience, both from the imint of view 
of those who have to administer the Act, and from the point of view'of the 
members of the criminal tribes themselves, who not infre(|uently desire to 
move with the object of visiting relatives or of betteritig their chances of 
employment. It has been suggested, that the local authorities should be 
authorised to transfer criminal tribes or members thereof within the same 
district, and clause 5 (read with the new section 27B which it is proposed 
to insert by clause II of the Bill) is intended to give effect to this suggestion. 

5. Clause 6 of the Bill. —The object of this clause is to provide for the 
transfer of a criminal tribe from one province to another. Cases in which it 
is desirable that there should be such power are— 

(a) cases where a local Government finds it necessrry to notify a tribe 

which has wandered into its jurisdiction from the province to 
which it really belongs ; and 

(b) cases where employment is found for a criminal tribe in a province 

other than that in which it has been notified. The clause 
provides that this power shall not be exercised save with the 
consent of the local Government of the province to which the 
tribe is to be transferred.

7. Clause 9(a) of the BiW.-r-This clause is intended to eiffect a delega¬ 
tion of power similar to that provided for in clause 5. 'Great inconvenience 
is caused by the necessity of referring to the local Government any case in 
which it is proposed to take action under .section 18 of the Act. Provision 
is made for the delegation of powers under that section to the local autho¬ 
rities. 

8. Clause 10 of the Bill.—Tho object of this clause is to authorise the. 
arrest without a warrant of members of criminal tribes who commit offences 
punishable under sectidfi 22(2) of the Acf. A recommendation to this effect 
was made by the conference, and the suggestion has been accepted by the 
local Governments. 

9. Clause 11 of the Bill. —The intention of this clao.se is to add two new 
sections to the Act as 27A and 27B. The proposed new section 27B is formal, 
and provides that the term “ criminal tribe ” shall include any part of such 
tribe. The object of the proposed hew section 27A is to provide for the 
transfer of criminal tribes from British India to Indian States. It is 
considered desirable, for the reasons for which it is proposed that provision 
should be made f(U’ transfer from one province to another, that there should 
also be provision for transfer from British India to Indian States and vice- 
versd. The Act, being an enactment of the Indian Legislature, can of course 
provide only for transfer from British India. It will be obaer\’ed that the 
proposed new’ .section is permissive in form and that it allows transfer only 
to States in which the local Government is satisfied that adequate provision 
has been made for the restriction or .settlement of criminal tribes.

1. These rule^nay be called as the Indian Electricity Rules, 1922. 

• 2. In these rules, unless there is anything

Provided that in the absence of the electrician for more than three days, 
the owner, agent or manager of the mine or the agent or owner of one or 
more oil-wells in an oil-field shall appoint in writing an ellicient sulistitute. 

(4) Tile electrician shall keep at the mine or oil-field a log-book made 
up of daily log-sheets kept in the forms set out. respectively, for mines and 
oil-fields, in Annexun* X to these rules.

While lamps are being changed 
the pre.ssnre shall be cut off: 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not apply to the cleaning of commuta¬ 
tors ami slip rings working at low or medium pressures. 


(8) The person authorised to work an electrically driven coal-cutter or 
other jiortable machine shall not leave the machine while it is working, 
and shal’, before leaving the place where such machine is working, ensure 
that the pressure is out off from the flexible trailing-cable which supplies 
such machine.

No damaged or defective cable shall be 
further used underground until it has been properly repaired.

Courses of evening lectures are delivered in the following subjects.

—Students having a .satisfactory knowledge 
of English and Arithmetic are admitted. Text-book—Arthur Fieldhouse's 
Complete Book-keeping, up to 100 exercises including Partnership accounts. 
The fee for the full session. July to April, is Rs. 24, payable in eight monthly 
instalments of Rs. 3 each. Classes are held three times a week from 6 
to 7 P.M. 

(b) flook’keepini (Advanced). —Students who have passed the Elementary 
Book-keeping Examination, or who can give .satisfactory prottf <»f their 
knowledgt! of Elementary Book-keei)ing uj) to the requisite standard, 
are admitted.

For some time past the question of the feconstitution of the existing 

Board of the Agricultural Ueparlinent in Bengal has been engaging the atten¬ 
tion of the Government of Bengal (Ministry of Agriculture and Public Works). 
The question was also discussed at the second annual conference of the Board 
held at Dacca in August 1921, and the Hon’ble Minister then expressed his 
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intention o£ reconstituting the Board on a more popular and representative 
basis. It has now been decided that the constitution of the Board will be as 
follows ;— 

(a) Official metnhors — 

fl) The Director of Agriculture, Bengal ... President {ex officio). 

(2) The Deputy Directors of Agriculture in Bengal. 

(3) The Agricultural Experts in Bengal (including the Deputy 

Director of Sericulture, Bengal). 

(4) The Special Officer for Agricultural Education. 

(b) Non-official members — 

(1) Rai Abinash Chandra Banarji Bahadur, m.a., m.l.c,, 

Birbhum. 

(2) Mr. Sarat Kumar Roy, Dighapatia, Rajshahi. 

(3) Rai Jadu Nath Mazumdar Bahadur, m.a., b.l., c.i.e., m.l.a., 

Jessore. 

(4) .Mr. Satis Chandra Roy, Zamindar, Comilla. ‘ 

(5) Khan Bahadur Ershad Ali Ghaudhury, Natore, Uajshahi. 

(6) Khan Bahadur Maulvi Hemayetuddin Ahmed. Chairman, 

District Board, Barisal. 

(7) Balm Kumud Natli Mallick, Uanaghat. 

The non-official members will hold office for a period of two years. 

2. The duties of the Board will be mainly advisory ; they will advise 
Government on matters referred to them for opinion or on any • other matter 
wiiich the President may consider suitable for discussion. There will be 
regular quarterly meetings of the Board to which visitors may be invited. 
The President is also empowered to convetu; meetings to be held at other 
times when he considers it necessary to do so. 

3. There will also l)e an annual general meeting wliich will be lield on 
such date and at such place as tlie President may decide. To it the Depart¬ 
ment of Industries and the Co-operative and Veterinary Departments will 
send representatives, and the Director of Agriculture is empowered to invite

The report of the magisterial enquiry into the alleg^id miscondoot of the Military 
Police at the railway station, Chittagong, on the night of the 20th October 
1921, 

On the night of the 20th October 1*921, a party of the military police on 
duty outside the entrance hall of the Chittagong railway station was stoned 
and mobbed by a crowd which had gathered there to see certain prisoners 
who were being conveyed to Calcutta that night. It was necessary for the 
military police to push the crowd back and to clear the space round the 
entrance to the railway station, and in the process minor injuries were 
received by various members of the crowd. As the incident was grossly 
misrepresented in some quarters, Government thought it advisable tliat an 
enquiry should be held, and the report of Rai Suresh Cliandra iSingli Rahadur, 
Deputy Magistrate, was received by Government on the 2nd December 1921. 
Criminal cases were pending at that time .against certain persons and the 
publication of the report might have prejudiced this case ; these jiroceedings 
have now ended in conviction, and the magistrate’s ref>ort is published for 
general information. 

The Governor in Council agrec.s with the to. .dusions of the n.agistratc,* 
and considers that there was no justification for the .attempt made in certain 
quarters to describe thib incident as a “ Gurkha outrage.”

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REPORT. 

Mr. L. B. Burrows, Additional District Magistrate, originally received 
orders, through the Divisional Commissioner, on the 8th Noyember 19/1 to 

hold a formal enquiry into the alleged misconduct of the military police at 

tbe railway station, Chittagong, on the night of the 20th October, yy® 
Additional Magistrate fixed the 2l3t Novemb^ as the opening day of his 
enquiry, because the European Inspector of Police (witness No. 1) had 
meanwhile been transferred to Kharagpore, but this date was altered to the 
l.ith November on the receipt of orders from Government, asking for a 
report by the ^lat, if possible. Notices were issued for both dates, to the 
]>riucipal executive officers, recognised public bodies and associations, aud 
to the public generally, calling on all persons, who could throw light on the 
matter under enquiry, ’ to appear and give evidence Meanwhile as soon as 
he received the orders referred to above, the Additional Magistrate informed 
the higher authorities that he had been present at the railway station on 
the night of the 20th October and that he would probably be required as a 
witness. Later on, and before any orders had been received on the Addi¬ 
tional Magistrate's representation, the Secretary of the Bar Association 
wrote pointing out that the purpose of the enquiry would be better served 
if it were conducted by some other officer. As a result, I received omeis 
from Government to conduct the enquiry and commenced it on J,he 15th 
November. ,, . , j 

2. At the outset, I was informed that the enquiry would be boycotted 
by the public, Imt it was, as a matter of fact, attended throughout by several 
pleaders, muktears and other members of the general public, several of 
whom took notes of the proceedings and also cross-examined some of the 
witnesses. The local authorities were represented by a senior vakil, who 
exantiued 25 witnesses on behalf of those authorities. All these witnesses 

were tendered for cros.s-examination, but advantage was not taken of this 

except in the ease of witnesses Nos. 20, 21, 24, 25 and 27. In addition lb 
members of the public came forward to give evidence, but only seven of 
them were cross-examined because the remaining nine did not appear on the 
day following their examination-in-chief though requested to do so. 

3 Before proceeding to consider all this evidence, it may be as jy®ll lo 

glance briefly at the general conditions and circumstances under which the 

incident of the 20tli October occurred. Since the month of April last, Chitta¬ 
gong has been the centre of great activity on the part of the non-co-operators 
in connection with the Chandpnr coolie affair, the Assain-Bengal Railway 
strike, the Khilafat and allied agitations, and the campaign against toreign 
cloth. Constant public speeches by various leadi'rs of the party have excited 
the public mind unduly and various incidents have occurred not calculated 
to allay such excitement. Among other things, it was neces.sary to take 
proceedings against several local leaders under section 108, Cr. P. C., while 
Mr. J. M. Sen Gupta, the recogiii.sed leader among local leaders and the 
President of the Railway Employees’ Union, had to be jirosecuted along with 
eighteen other persons for organising an illegal iirocession and continuing as 
a member of an unlawful- a.sserably after the latter had been ordered to 
disperse by the District Magistrate in person. The trial aroused consider¬ 
able public interest and was concluded before the Additional District 
Magistrate on the 20th October, when all the accused persons were sentenced 
to three months’ rigorous imprisonment under section 151, I.P.O. In accord¬ 
ance with the general orders on the subject, arrangements were made to trans¬ 
fer these political pri.sonors to the Alipoi’e CentralJail the same night. News 
of this intended tran.sfer was evidently circulated throughout the town and 
its neighbourhood, and a crowd commenced to as-semble at about 4 P.M. outside 
the jail gate. Various acts of rowdyism, detailed in tbe evidence of wit¬ 
nesses Nos. 2, 3.4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, 11. 23, 25, and 27, were committed by the 
crowd, including the burning of foreign cloth, the stripping of passers-by of 
foreign apparel, the shouting of political cries, and the abuse of Police 
Officers. Reinforcements had to be summoned from the Buxirhat beat, but 
the crowd continued to swell in numbers until it extended all the way 
from the jail gate to the railway station—a distance of about three 
quarters of a mile. The police force deputed to escort the prisoners 
to the station, and consisting of three Sub-Inspectors, two Assistant 
Sub-Inspectors and a sufficiently large number of constables under 
Sergeant Penny, arrived at the jail at about 7 P.M. As stated by the .officers 
of the escort party (witnesses Nos. 2, 3, 23, 25 and 27) and corrobi^ated by 
non-official witness No. 28, considerable difficulty was experienced in 
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getting tbe carriages to convey the prisoners inside the jaii compound. It 
is ill evidence that Sub-Inspector Sachindra Kumar Bhaumik (witness No. 27j 
was stoned at this point. The crowd surroundcii the carriages as tlio 
prisoners were tukeuout of tlie jail premises by the escort party. Tondies were 
improvised out of split bamboos taken from the jail fencing. A band and 
Bankirtan parties joined the profession and added to the uproar. Tiiere was 
also a display of llre-works, accompanied by the freijuent tiring of bombs. 
All shades of political opinion were represented in the procession, but every¬ 
one now disowns responsibility for its elaborate organisation, because 
it was in fact illegal, being in direct contravention of the general prohibition 
of such iirocessions by the Superintendent of Police under section 30(<^) of 
Act V of 1861. 

4. It has, however, boon claimed that the procession, whatever its 
legality may have been, moved in a quiet and orderly fashion without 
obstruction to or annoyance of persons lawfully empl7)yed. It is, neverthe¬ 
less, admitted that picketting and burning of foreign cloth took jdaee. 
Further, the evidence shows that the road was obstructed at various 
lioints and that the police officers hud to descend from their carriages 
to clear a path through the surrounding crowd. Members of the crowd 
are said to have abused and spat at tliese police officeis, and Hub-Ins¬ 
pector Sachindra Kumar Bhaumik (witness No. 27) was hit on the head 
by a bamboo thrown near the District Boaixl Office. Assistant Hub-lns- 
pectoi Birendra Kumar Baruri (witness No. 2) and Head-Constable Samsul 
Hilda (witness No. 3) were hit on the ears by brick-bats, and the 
whole escort party was treated to a more or less continuous shower 
of various missiles. Both official and non-official evidence (witne.sses Nos. 7, 
9, 11, 29 and 32j proves tlie holding up of Abdul .lubbar Hadagar’s 
carriage and the snatching and tearing up of his chadckir and shiit. 
Babu Naba Kumar Banorjee (witness No. 7), a clerk in the office of 
the Deputy Traffic Superintendent, Chittagong, had his foreign coat torn 
atid stripped oil. As has been stated, the conditions were ripe for such 
rowdyism on the part of the followers of ami sj'mpathisers with the incar- 
C(*rated leader, Mr. Sen Gupta, and the iwidence shows that they did actually 
indulge in such excesses with the idea of demonstrating their sympathies 
in practical form. Afiprehending further developments of such expressions 
of excitement and ill-feeling, the officer-in-charge of Kotwali police-station 
(witness No. 11) telephoned to the Superintendent ’ Police (witness No. 13) 
at the Chittagong Club, informing him of what ^•ls taking place. Mr. 
Cornish, the Supej'intendeiit of Police, consulted t.ie District Magistrate 
(witness No. 12), and it was decided that the escort should be strengthened 
to prevent more serious trouble at the railway station. The District Magis¬ 
trate is said to have suggested that the escort might be strengthened with 
the ordinary or armed police, but it was ascertained that there were only 
five or six men available in the lines at this time, the remainder of the fori*e 
having already been deputed to maintain order outside the jail and along 
the road leading to the railway station. The District Magistrate thereupon 
requeste#Captain Wood (witness No. I.*)), the Commanding (Jfficer of E. F. 
Rifles, who was also at the Club, to send a force of forty of his men under 
a native officer to the railway station to"*reinforce the Pt)lice. Mr. Cornish 
says in evidence that both he and Captain Wood personally instructetl the 
Indian Officer to accompany the force of Military Police. The fact that the 
Commaiidi ig Officer did not accompanj' the force supports the conclusion 
that it was not the intention of the Civil authorities to use the Military 
Police for the immediate purpose of dispersing the crowd. It appears from 
the evidence of Captain Wood tliat the order about sending a force of fort}' 
sepoys unrler an Indian Officer was somehow distorted over the telephone, 
with the result that the whole detachment of ninety-two men, under two 
Indian Officers, marched down to the railway station. The detachment 
was accompanied by Inspector Malins of the Bengal Police (witness No. 1) 
and was time(J^-UHI?nve at the station about the same time as the escort 
party with the prisoners. It is clear that the Military Police was intended 
primarily to assist the ordinary police in maintaining order and pro.serving 
the public peace, and there nan b<‘ no doubt that this step wag quite 
justified in the circumstances reported and actually existing. After allow¬ 
ing reasonable time for the Military Police to reach the railway station, 
the District Magi.strate in company with Mr. Burrows, tbe Additional 
District Magistrate, and Mr. Cornish, the Superintendent of Police, left 
The Club for his bungalow by car, intending to ring up the station and 
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ascertain bow affairs were proceeding. But when they pulled up the car 
at the foot of the hill on which the District Magistrate's bungalow stands, 
they heard loud shouting from the direction of the railway station. 
Thinking that a serious riot might be in progress, the District Magistrate, 
accompanied by the Additional Magistrate and the Superintendent of 
Police, drove ai once in the same car to the railway station. By the 
time the District Magistrate and party arrived there, everything was found 
to be quiet and peaceful in and around the railway station and a large 
crowd was seen dispersing quietly. The train with the prisoners left 
the station shortly after their arrival, and having stayed on the platform 
for another five minutes or so, the District Magistrate and other officials 
returned home. 

5. Coming now to the evidence of the occurrence under enquiry, it 
will be seen from the evidence of Inspector Malins (witness No. 1) and 
other witnesses, that the disorderly and vast crowd moving in procession 
with the prisoners was sighted on the main road near the eastern approach 
to the railway station, when the detachment of the Gurkha Military Police 
entered the station compound by the western approach from the main road 
on the Pahartali side. Both tlie approach roads meet under the portico 
of the railway station, in front of the main entrance to the platform. It is 
also admitted, on all hands, that a very large crowd had gathered and spread 
over every inch of available space within the station area before the 
procession with the prisoners arrived. The railway ])latform was crowded, 
and the portico with the approaches were all packed. Babu Aparna Chavan 
Kanango (non-official witness No. 28) says that he tried to keep the crowd under 
the portico in check sometime before the procession with the prisoners had 
entered the station area by the eastern approach, but his own evidence 
suggests the inference that the crowd reassembled under the portico as 
quickly as he shoved them back. The evidence shq;vs that thousands of 
men had already gathered and that there was a general rush and scramble 
for places. The Military Police marched up to the westeni approach, 
moving the crowd before them, and halted under-the portico, while Inspec¬ 
tor Malins (witness No. 1) and Jaraadar Mendaram (witness No. 16) entered 
the railway platform to make the necessary dispositions. Part of the 
detachment then went on to the station platform, while the other part 
remained outside under the portico. As the escort party with the prisoners 
came up the eastern approach to the jxirtico, the crowd already assembled in 
the space between was inevitably driven towards the portico and commenced 
to encroach upon ‘ the space occupied by the detachment. The Gurkhas 
were thus pressed from all sides and found it difficult to hold their own. 
A.t this stage, some persons in the crowd commenced throwing stones, etc., 
at the Gurkhas. One Kalicharan rifleman (witness No. 19) was hit on the 
chest, while Nubinram rifleman (witness No, 18) was injured on the knee. 
Rifleman Piniram (witness No. 17) .says that one of the crowd tried to 
wrest away his rifle by force. The weapon was recovered by Pauiram, 
after a scuffle, with the assistance of Havildar Lowaram (witness No. 20). 
The shower of stones and brickbats, coupled*witli the pressure of th% crowd 
from all directions, was apparently too much for the patience and forbear- 
ince of the comparatively small band of military police, charged with the 
iuty of maintaining order and preserving peace; apart from their orders 
in this connection, their natural instincts (>f self-preservation and 
lelf-defence asserted themselves and caused them to shove back the 
liostile crowd some 40 or 50 yards from the portico towards the east, 
riie suggestion is that the story about pressure from the crowd; 
iccompanied by the throwing of stones, is an after thought,—but it 
is in evidence that both Jam’adar Mindaram (witness No. 16) and 
inspector Malins (witness No. 1) were told about these incidents as 
(oon as the Gurkhas reformed ranks on being recalled. The Jamadar 
idds that stones continued to be thrown after the Gurj^as had fallen 
lack and that he was himself hit then. Further, Sub-Inspector Sachindra 
Snmar Bhanmik (witness No. 27) conflrms this, while the Superintendent 
)f Police (witness No. 13) corroborates Inspector Malins as to the immediate 
reporting of the stone-throwing. Captain Wood (witness No. 15) says 
ilso that one of his officers reported everything to him the following 
norning. Among the non-offlcial witnesses, the testimony of Babu Ranjan 
Lial Sen, B.L. (witne.ss No. 38), a pleader of th& local bar, supports that of 
)he official witnesses. He .says that there was a great rush* towards the 
iroticq as (the procession approached it by the eastern passage and that 
ihis* was followed by a counter-rush on the part of .the Gurkhas. He

was not in a position to see whether or not a shower of stones and brick¬ 
bats preceded the Gurkha-rush. It has been stated by most of the non- 
official witnesses that a stampede followetl, and huddled as the crowd was, 
it Is not difficult to picture bow many of them must liave knocked one 
another over, trodden on each other and being knocked against railing 
and other obstacles all around in the general confusion and rush to escaije. 
Of the *6 non-official witnesses, 5 have shown me injuries on various parts 
of their bodies, said to have been received in the course of the alleged 
*• Gurkha outrage ”. I have not heard any medical evidence as to the 
probable cause of their injuries, but it is quite possible that some 
of them were caused in the manner mentioned above. At the same time 
it is also quite likely that some of the injuries were caused by the butt- 
ends of rifles, used to press back the turbulent and aggressively encroaching 
crowd, but the point is that none of the injuries wei*e serious nor more 
severe than the neee.ssities of the situation demanded, nor was any 
complaint made about them to the authorities at the station or subse¬ 
quently. It Is a well-known principle of law that a man has the right to 
inflict in self-defence any injury not greater than that which he expect-s to 
be inflicted on himself if he offers no defence, and the conclusion I have 
arrived at in this particular instance is that, whatever injuries the Gurkhas 
may have been responsible for, these were not excessive in a situation 
where kid-glove methods might have led to far more serious trouble. The 
whole incident did not occupy more than a few minutes, and it occurred 
suddenly and under grave provocation to a body of men who were 
trying to carry out the duties allotted to them. After careful considera¬ 
tion of the whole evidence given before me, 1 have come to the following 
conclusions:— 

(1) That the use of the Gurkha Military Police in the circumstance 

was quite justified; this is, in fact, admitted in the evidence 
of Bubu Annada Charan Dntta, M.A., b.l., M.l.C. (witness No, 26). 

(2) That their action in driving back the disorderly crowd from the 

immediate precincts of the railway station was within their 
prescribed duty of preserving order. 

(3) That the said action was not a deliberate and unprovoked attack 

on inoffensive persons, but was takou on the spur of the moment 
under grave provocation from an ;frgressive crowd, and was 
justified by the necessities of the site ■ ion. 

(4) That any injuries that may have been cau.wd did not exceed their 

right of private defence, and wore necessary in order to preserve 
the public peace and to prevent possible further trouble.

Explanatory. —This special forecast deals with the final estimates of 
acreage and yield of tlie wheat crop of this Presidency and is published as a 
special case under Government orders. The usual final forecast will be 
published in May as in previous years. 

Character of the season. —Since the issue of the second forecast in 
the end of February last, the crop is reported to have further deteriorated in 
the districts of Murshidabad, Dinajpur, Pabna, Mymensingh and Faridpur 
as a consequence of the prolonged drought. The slight rain that fell in some 
places in the end of January and beginning of February was too late and 
inadequate to improve the situation. On the whole, the season may be 
regarded as an unfavourable one for the crop. 

Arsa sown. —According to the estimates of the District Officers, the 
total area under wheat amounts to 124,100 acres against 116,900 acres 
reported both in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn. —From the District Officers’ estimates, the provincial outturn 
works out at 67 per cent, of the normal this year, against 84 and 86 per cent, 
respectively in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Taking the normal yield to be 8^ maunds per acre, the gross yield of 
the crop for the province is estimated at about 26,000 tons against 30,700 
and 31,400 tons respectively in the corresponding and final forecasts of last 
year.

TRIENNIAL RESOLUTION ON THE OPERATIONS OF THE 
CALCUTTA IMPROVEMENT TRUST. 


GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL.

RESOLUTION— No. 1823M. 


Read— 

Tbe reiporta on the operations of tlie Calcutta Improvemeut Trust for the years 
1918-19,1919-20 and 1920-21. 

1. Genoral.—The Improvement Trust was created in 1912 for the 
improvement and expansion of Calcutta by opening up congested areas, laying 
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out or altering streets, providing open spaces and for the rehousing of 
the poorer persons displaced by the ejiecuti<m of improvement schemes. 
The last triennial resolution referred to the manner in which the work 
of the Trust has been checked and delayed by the war. Nor did the 
end of the war bring immediate relief, since engineering materials were still 
scarce. Moreover, the rise in the rate of interest at which money can be 
borrowed and the enhanced Cost of works, has made the question of finance 
a pressing one. The development of suburban areas - Gossipore-Chitpore and 
Maniktola—is no longer possible; it has been decided that the Board should 
concern itself in the hrst instance with the construction of main roads in the 
centre of Calcutta which no other local authority could undertake. Proceed¬ 
ing on this principle the Trust has made substantial progress in the 
provision of city thoroughfares; the great central avenue scheme is 
being pushed on the widening of Russa Road is slowly approaching completion 
and Park Street is already vastly improved, while the important scheme for 
its extension is making steady progress. 

The high cost of building has retarded re-building operations on land 
sold or exempted by the Trust, and the housing problem in 1920 l)ecame most 
acute. At the same time, a land boom set in ; money was cheap and land 
became a favourite form of investment; the price of land rose to surprising 
heights. It must be some time before building overtakes the shortage for 
which the war was responsible. 

2. ImprOVSmsnt Schomss. —During the years under review Government 
sanctioned six improvement schemes ; of those two formed the southern sec¬ 
tion of the great north and south thoroughfares (Central Avenue), one 
provided for an extensive park which in combination with the fringe ai-ea 
scheme of the Calcutta Corporation will provide splendid recreation grounds 
for the youth of northern Calcutta, and another scheme provided for the 
construction of the new main sewer roa<l from Chetla to Ballygunge railway 
station, which is designed to improve the general drainage of an unhealthy 
and sparsely populated area. 

The first section of the scheme for the improvement of Bara Bazar was 
published for criticism, but it was held in abeyance pending the alignment 
of a road system for the whole area. At the time of writing three important 
series of alignments have been sanctioned and improvement schemes will bo 
taken up in small section^ for the 100 acres of almost solid building known 
as Bara Bazar. The financial question has in this connection assumed special 
importance ; the revenues of the.Trust are already mainly earmarked for the 
long seines of improvement and alignment schemes, which have been 
sanctioned, and if* the improvement of Bara Bazar—for which the Trust 
was primarily constituted—proves costly, it^ execution could only be 
financed by the curtailment of the sanctioned programme. 

There is, however, reason to believe that many Bara Bazar schemes may 
yield a profit instead of proving a heavy charge on the revenues of the Trust 
and after a careful study of the financial position, Government have agreed 
that the Trust might proceed with its first improvement scheme which will 
shortly be published ; the execution of t^s scheme will afford data which 
will enable the Trust to decide whether the transformation of Bara Bazar 
can be achieved without the curtailment of other part of the general pro¬ 
gramme or whether a complete revision of the approved schemes will be 
necessary. 

3. Sguarss and Parks. —In pursuance of the policy of providing open 
spaces in the north of the town and in the suburbs, the Trust embarked on 
the selection of sites for parks and .squares in Maniktola, Cossipore-Ohitpore, 
Ratan Sarkar Garden Street (Pathuriaghatta), Ramkisson Das Lane (Badur- 
bagan) and Amherst Street. 

4. Howrah. —The ques^tion of extending the operations of the Trust to 
Howrah has been the subject of prolonged discussion. Having regard to 
the urgent necessity of improving Howrah and preventing the growth and 
perpetuation on the west bank of the Hooghly of conditions whicli can here¬ 
after be remedied only at enormous expense, the Board of Trustees declared 
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themselves willing to undertake the improvement on suitable financial 
eonditions. As this could not be given effect to^wiihout amending the Act, 
it was decided that a Bill should be prepared ; it is hoped that definite 
proposals for the improvement of' Howrah and a draft Bill will shortly be 
ready. 

5. RohOlltin^ Sctltma.— ‘For the accommodation of persons displaced by 
the execution of their scliemes, the Trust embarked on the preparation of 
rehousing schemes and, following the natural tendency of the people of the 
Working class who prefer to live in the sort of hut to which they are accus¬ 
tomed, selected sites were acquired in Beckbagan and Maniktola for the erec¬ 
tion of sanitary huts on well-raiseil plinths. Another site was acquired in 
Karbala Tank Lane in order to build houses to be let temporarily to persons 
displaced by improvement schemes. Sanction was also accorded to a scheme for 
the erection of tenement dwellings and the creation of an open space for the 
Anglo-Indian population rendered homeless by the section of the Central 
Avenue to the south of Bow Bazar Street. Land is being acquired in Cossipore- 
Chitpore for the purpose of providing suitable building sites on which persons of 
the poorer classes, whose houses have been acquired by the Trust and whose 
slender moans prevent them from purchasing sites in Calcutta, may build 
now houses under the control of the Trust. The Calcutta Corporation trans¬ 
ferred to the Trust the development scheme south of Shambazar Park for 
reinstating those displaced by improvement schemes in the north of the 
town. But neither these operations nor the restriction of house rents 
imposed by the Calcutta Rent Act are sufficient to solve the housing problem 
in Calcutta. At present, one of the chief obstacles to the expansion and 
development of Calcutta is the difficulty which buihling societies and com¬ 
panies experience in obtaining land and securing a firm title. It was on this 
account that the Calcutta Rents Committee appointed in September 1919 
recommended that Government should utilise the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition Act to acquire land for bodies which had been formed definitely 
for the provision of housing accommodation. In pursuance of this recom¬ 
mendation a resolution ,was issued by Go^^ernment in the year 1920 
announcing that they would acquire land under the Land Acquisition Act for 
approved schemes on behalf and at the cost of registered companies for 
housing purposes so long as emerg<*nt mea-'urcs are necessary for the 
development of Calcutta. This resolution had ** wever, subsequently to be 
withdrawn on account of legal difficulties. 

6. Projeotod public StroctS. —In order that intending builders—might 
know clearly how their plans wore likely to be affected by the operations of 
the Trust, as well as to prevent future improvement schemes being blocked 
by the creation of new buildings, 17 projected public streets were sanctioned, 
within the alignment of which new buildings cannot be constructed. 

7. Finance. —(») The receipts from the duty on transfer of property, 
jute tax and the municipal contribution steadily increased. But on tiie other 
hand, the pay of the establishment has been revised in view of the increased 
cost of living ; the cost of materials has increased, and in view of the recent 
land boom, land values are no longer stable. Owing to the scarcity of house 
accommodation and the hardship caused by evicting householders, the Trust 
has decided not to carry on demolition of buildings within the area of acqui- 
'sition until something is done to I'emedy the house shortage. This delays 
recoupment by the sale of surplus laud. The result is that much capital is 
locked up in land. The Board decided to raise a loan to carry out its 
programme of work and was permitted by Government to borrow Rs. 50 lakhs 
from the Bank of Bengal on collateral security. 

(lY) The total income and expenditure under the capital account during 
the three years ending the Blst March 1921 were, respectively, Rs. 155^ lakhs 
and Rs. 258 lakhs and those under the revenue account Rs. 118 lakhs and 
Rs. 26 lakhs. The deficit in the capital account was metdrom the revenue 
account which closed with a net balance of Rs. 53 lakhs (as against Rs. 62^ 
lakhs at the end of Blst March 1918). 
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8. The Government of Bengal (Ministry of Local Self-Government) 
desire to thank Mr. Bompas and the other Tmstees for the steady progress 
which has been made in the improvement of Calcutta in spke of the numerous 
difficulties which have arisen. Mr. Bompas has been Chairman of the 
Trust from its very inception and his wide experience and sound judgment 
proved exceptionally valuable in trying times.

Suhrawardy recommending that the allowances for the diet expenses of 
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Indian patients in the Medical College Hospitals, the Campbell Hospital and 
other Government hospitals siiould be on the same scale as that sanctioned 
for patients who are accustomed to a European diet, the Minister in charge 
of Local Self-Government undertook to appoint a committee to investigate 
and report on the whole question of diet allowances in the abovementioned 
hospitals and the following Committee is accordingly now appointed, viz. :—
